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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS 
of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14°8 per 1000 
of their aggregate population, which is estimated t at 16,713,617 
persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding three weeks 
the rates had been 15°0, 15°4,and 16°7. Table 1 of this Return shows, 
for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks : 
it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births, the 
deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from certain epidemic 
diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 20°4 in Nottingham, 21°1 in 
Rhondda, 21'3 in West Bromwich, 22°3 in Stockton on Tees, 22°9 in 
Huddersfield, 23-4 in Birkenhead, 23°5 in Warrington, and 25:4 in 
Hanley; from meas/es, 1:6 in Swansea and 1:7 in Birkenhead ; and 
from whooping-cough, 1:7 in Plymouth. No death from small-pox 
was registered in any of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2343 BIRTHS and 1331 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 469 and 
the deaths 482 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. ‘he annual death-rate from all 
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* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Work- 
houses, Hospitals, and Lunatic Asylums situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the West Ham 
Workhouse at Hackney, the London Fever Hospital, the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals and Asylums, and the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum within 
the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring. 
The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been corrected by 
distribution of all deaths in public institutions. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the 
results of the Census of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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eauses, which had been 14°3, 15:1, and 16:2 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, fell last week to 14:2. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15°0 per 1000, being 
3°5 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1331 deaths included 11 from measles, 5 from scarlet 
fever, 9 from diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric 
fever, 1 from ill-defined pyrexia, and 7 from diarrhoea; but not 
one death from small-pox or from typhus,: thus, to these diseases 
in the aggregate 63 deaths were referred, being 62 below the corrected 
average number in the first week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 15, 14, and 8 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 11 last week, and were a7 below 
the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Hackney, 
and 3 to Stepney. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been . 
5), 6, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, and 
were 5) below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 6, 9, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 9 last week, and were 11 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 24, 25, and 33 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 29 last week, and were 4 above the 
corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to Stepney, 5 to Deptford, 
and 3 each to Poplar and to Lambeth. One death from enteric 
Sever was registered, as compared with 2, 2, and 0 in the preceding 
three weeks, the corrected average being 7. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 10, 9, and 8 in the _ preceding 
three weeks, were 7 last week, and were 9 below the corrected 
average. Of the 7 deaths from diarrhoea, 6 were those of children 
under 5 years of age; 4 other deaths at this age were certified 
as due to entertiis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 24, having been 16, 24, and 16 in the preceding three 
weeks, 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 56 deaths, 13 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 42 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Four of these latter were referred to 
. vehicles in the streets, seven to a conflagration, nine to burns or 
scalds, and five, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in 
bed. T'wo deaths occurred while under. anesthetics administered 
for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 5 cases of 
small-pox, 2256 of scarlet fever, 908 of diphtheria, and 56 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of small-pox, 2 cases, against 1, 1, and 1; of scarlet fever, 212 cases, 
against 204, 224, and 244; of diphtheria, 108 cases, against 99, 88, 
and 85; and of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 8, 8, and 9. Table 10, 
compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the 
Administrative County of London shows the number of cases of 
Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the week 
ended January Ist 1910. 





" The figures represent persons notified as suffering from the several specified 
forms of infectious diseases ; but in some of the cases the diagnosis is afterwards 
found to have been erroneous, . 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3701 births and 1885 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 732 and 
686 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 3 deaths from 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, and 3 from 
whooping-cough, were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30°21 inches, and that of the Thermometer 43°2, the latter being 
5°) above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 34 per cent. below the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 1:4 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0:05 of an inch.

In the above Table, all deaths of persons in, or on the way to, Hospitals and other Public Institutions 
as well as those of persons under treatment in surgical homes, or dying by accident or otherwise in the 
streets, have been distributed, as far as practicable, to the Boroughs in which the deceased had 
previously resided. The deaths of 607 London residents who died outside London in Metropolitan 
Workhouses, Hospitals, and Lunatic and Imbecile Asylums, have been similarly distributed. Of the 
deaths shown in Table 5 during the 13 weeks the previous residence was outside London in 734 cases and 
these have been excluded from this Table.

SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS 
of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14°9 per 1000 
of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 16,713,617 
persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding three weeks 
the rates had been 15°4,16°7, and 14:8. Table 1 of this Return shows, 
for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks : 
it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births, the 
deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from certain epidemic 
diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 

er 1000 living were :—from all causes, 20:1 in York, 20°7 in 
Rhondda, 20:9 in Burnley, 21:3 in Birkenhead, 21:4 in Stockton on 
Tees, 21°6 in Swansea, 22°8 in Oldham and in Rotherham, and 
96-1 in Ipswich; from measles, 2°6 in Birkenhead, 2°7 in Ipswich, 
and 2°9 in Burnley; and from diphtheria, 1°38 in Devonport. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-six 


towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2242 BIRTHS and 1367 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 379 and 
the deaths 317 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all

The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15:0 per 1000, being 
3-4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. - - Ms 2a , 

The i267 deaths included 17 from measles, 2 from scarlet 
fever, 15 from diphtheria, 33 from whooping-cough, and 15 from 
diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from 
enteric fever, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases 
in the aggregate 82 deaths were referred, being 35 below the corrected 
average number in the second week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 14, 8, and 11 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 17 last week, but were 26 below 
the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Chelsea. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 8, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 2 last week, and were 11 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
9 in each of the preceding three weeks, rose to 15 last week, 
and were the same as the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 25, 33, and 29 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 33 last week, and were 10 above the corrected 
average ; 5 deaths belonged to Poplar, 5 to Greenwich, 4 to Stepney, 
and 3 each to Islington, Hackney, and Deptford. No death from 
enteric fever was registered last week, as compared with 2, 0, and 1 
in the preceding three weeks, the corrected average being 7. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 9, 8, and 7 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 15 last week, the corrected average being 16. 
Of the 15 deaths from diarrhoea, 12 were those of children under 
5 years of age; 4 other deaths at this age were certified as due 
to enteritis, and 4 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 27, having been 24, 16, and 24 
in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, concerning all but 
one of which inquests were held. Of these 48 deaths, 10 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 38 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, four to burns or scalds, six to drowning and three, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Three deaths occurred 
while under anesthetics administered for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 4 cases of 
small-pox, 2172 of scarlet fever, 899 of diphtheria, and 959 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of scarlet fever, 200 cases, against 224, 244, and 212; of diphtheria, 
73 cases, against 88, 85, and 108; and of enteric fever, 12 cases, 
against 8, 9, and 11. ‘Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended January 8th 1910.

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3435 births and 1866 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 682 and 
541 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,’ 1 death from 
measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 1 from diphtheria, 4 from whooping- 
cough, and 4 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29:82 inches, and that of the Thermometer 43°°9, the latter being 
6°) above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 63 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 16°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
030 of an inch.

The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS 
of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14°8 per 1000 
of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 16,713,617 
persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding three weeks 
the rates had been 16°7,14°8, and 14°9. Table 1 of this Return shows, 
for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks : 
it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births, the 
deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from certain epidemic 
diseases. ; 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 19-7 in Hull and in Merthyr 
Tydfil, 21:3 in Ipswich, 22'5 in Bury, 22°9 in Barrow in Furness and 
in Rhondda, and 23°7 in Swansea ; from measles, 1°6 in Northampton, 
9-1 in Swansea, and 3°4 in Ipswich ; from diphtheria, 2°) in Barrow 
in Furness; and from whooping-cough, 1-1 in Hull, 1°5 in Waltham- 
stow, in Hastings, and in Bootle, and 1:9 in West Hartlepool. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-six 


towns.

In LONDON 2146 BIRTHS and 1351 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 296 and 
the deaths 249 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all

The “1351 deaths included 18 from measles, 13 from diphtheria, 
91. from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, and 10 from 
diarrhoea ; but not one death from small-pox, from scarlet fever, 
from typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases 
in the aggregate 74 deaths were referred, being 42 below the corrected 
average number in the third week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 8, 11, and 17 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 18 last week, and were 26 below 
the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Stepney, 
and 3 to Deptford. No death from scarlet fever was registered last 
week, the numbers in the preceding three weeks having been 
8,5, and 2, and the corrected average 14. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 9,9, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, were 
13 last week, and were 3 below the corrected average ; D deaths 
belonged to Southwark. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 33, 29, and 33 in the preceding three weeks, were 30 last 
week, and were 5 above the corrected average ; 5 deaths belonged 
to Wandsworth, 4 to Poplar, and 3 each to Stepney and _ to 
Deptford. The deaths from enteric fever which had been 0, 1, and 0 
in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, the corrected 
average being 4.

Of the 10 deaths from diarrheea, 
7 were those of children under 5 years of age ; 4 other deaths at 
this age were certified as due to enteritis, and.4 to gastro-enteritis. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 35, having 
been 16, 24, and 27 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 52 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 52 deaths, 3 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 49 were attributed to accident or 
negligence, Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the | 
streets, two to conflagrations, seven to burns or scalds, five to 
drowning, and eight, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation 
in bed. Five deaths occurred while under anesthetics administered 
for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 3 cases of — 
small-pox, 2069 of scarlet fever, 901 of diphtheria, and 60 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared . 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of scarlet fever, 204 cases, against 244, 212, and 200; of diphtheria, 
115 cases, against 85, 108, and 73; and of enteric fever, 7 cases, 
against 9, 11, and 12. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County daring the week ended January 15th, 1910.

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3273 births and 1911 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 554 and 
381 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 2 deaths from 
measles, 4 from diphtheria, 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from “ fever,” 
and 3 from diarrhoea were registered. Se

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°52 inches, and that of the Thermometer 39° 6, the latter being: 
1°-0 above the week’s average in the 65. years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal 

movement of the air being 34 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 10°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to

The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIx GREA'’ Towns 
of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°3 per 1000 
of their aggregate population, which is estimated t+ at 16,713,617 
persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding three weeks 
the rates had been 148,149, and 14°8. Table 1 of this Return shows, 
for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks : 
it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births, the 
deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from certain epidemic 
diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 21:0 in Sunderland and in 
Merthyr Tydfil, 21:3 in Portsmouth, 21-7 in Halifax, 21-8 in Coventry, 
22:2 in Rhondda, 224 in Liverpool, 22°83 in Wallasey, 23-1 in York, 
23°5 in Newport (Mon.), 25°5 in Bury, and 26:9 in Hanley; from 
measles, 1-4 in Ipswich and in Wallasey, 1°6 in Northampton and in 
Swansea, and 1°7 in Birkenhead ; from diphtheria, 1:4 in Halifax and 
15 in Hanley; and from whooping-cough, 2:1 in Ipswich and in 
Warrington, 2°5 in Plymouth and in West Hartlepool, and 3*1 in 
Devonport. No death from smali-pox was registered in any of the 
seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LonDON 2086 BIRTHS and 1468 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 305 and 
the deaths 178 below the average numbers in the corresponding

houses, Hospitals, and Lunatic Asylums situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the West Ham 
Workhouse at Hackney, the London Fever Hospital, the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals and Asylums, and the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum within 
the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring, 
The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been corrected by 
distribution of all deaths in public institutions. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the 
results of the Census of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
eauses, which thad been 14:2, 14:6, and 145 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose last week to 157. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14°8 per 1000, being 
3-4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1468 deaths included 11 from measles, LO from scarlet fever, 
10 from diphtheria, 57 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, 
and 11 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, 
from typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 102 deaths were referred, being 18 below the corrected 
average number in the fourth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 11, 17, and 18 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 11 last week, and were 29 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 5, 2, and 0 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 10 last week, 
the corrected average being 12. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 9, 15, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, were 
10 last week, and were 9 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 29, 33, and 30 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 57 last week, and were 24 above the corrected 
average ; 8 deaths belonged to the Borough of Stepney, 7 to Green- 
wich, 5 to Islington, and 4 each to Fulham, St. Marylebone, and 
Deptford. The deaths from enteric fever which had been 1, 0, and 3 
in the preceding three weeks, were again 3 last week, and were the 
same as the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which 
had been 7,15, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, were 11 last 
week, the corrected average being 13. Of the 11 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 8 were those of children under 5 years of age ; 8 other 
deaths at this age were certified as due to enteritis, and 5 to gastro- 
enteritis. ‘The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 26, 
having been 24, 27, and 35 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 50 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, eight to burns or scalds, five to drowning, and 13, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. One death occurred 
while under an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISBEASKE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asy 

and from the London Fever Hospital tee Sah Ppa et 
small-pox, 1993 of scarlet fever, 896 of diphtheria, and 62 
-of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week. as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of scarlet fever, 193 cases, against 212, 200, and 204; of diphtheria 
102 cases, against 108, 73, and 115; and of enteric fever 8 cases, 
against 11, 12, and 7. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified.

GREATER LONDON. . 


In Greater London 3235 births and 2093 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 465 and 
249 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,’ 3 deaths from 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 8 from whooping- 
cough, and 2 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°04 inches, and that of the Thermometer 34°-2, the latter being 
‘3° 1 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 18 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 19°5 hours: the measured rainfall amounted te

SREVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREA'r TOWNS 
of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17:0 per 1000 
of their aggregate population, which is estimated + at 16,713,617 
persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding three weeks 
the rates had been 14°9,14°8, and 16-3. Table 1 of this Return shows, 
for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks : 
it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births, the 
deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from certain epidemic 
diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :-—from all causes, 21:1 in Coventry and in 
Bury, 21:2 in Blackburn, 21°3 in Hastings and in Tynemouth, 21:4 in 
Stockton on Tees, 22°3 in Liverpool, 23°7 in Barrow in Furness and in 
Swansea, and 31°4 in Hanley ; from measles, 1:6 in Swansea and 3:0 
in Hastings; from diphtheria, 1:9 in West Hartlepool; and from 
whooping-cough, 2°2 in Smethwick, 2°3 in Hastings, 2°5 in Barrow in 
Furness, 2°8 in Burton upon Trent, 3:8 in West Hartlepool, and 3°9 
in Newport (Mon.). No death from smali-pox was registered in 


any of the seventy-six towns. 
LONDON.* : 


In LONDON 2381 BIRTHS and 1607 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 211 and 
the deaths 87 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all

The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15°5 per 1000, being 
2°8 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 

1905-9. 

eMtho “1607 deaths included 17 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 
16 from diphtheria, 57 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 14 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, 
from typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 111 deaths were referred, being CG below the corrected 
average number in the fifth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 17, 18, and 11 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 17 last week, and were 13 below 
the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Battersea. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
2, 0, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, and 
were 4 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 15, 13, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to 16 last week, but were 4 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 33, 30, and 57 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 57 last week, and were [8 above 
the corrected average ; 11 deaths belonged to Stepney, 8 to Islington, 
) each to Poplar, Wandsworth, and Deptford, and 4 to Fulham. 
The deaths from enteric fever which had been 0, 3, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were 3 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
15, 10, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, were 14 last week, 
the corrected average being 15. Of the 14 deaths from diarrheea, 11 
were those of children under 5 years of age; 7 other deaths at 
this age were certified as due to enteritis, and 2 to gastro-enteritis. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 26, having 
been 27, 35, and 26 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 41 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 41 deaths, 7 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Six of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, five to burns or scalds, and eight, of infants under one year 
of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 2 cases of 
small-pox, 1937 of scarlet fever, 936 of diphtheria, and 55 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of scarlet fever, 213 cases, against 200, 204, and 193; of diphtheria, 
106 cases, against 73, 115, and 102; and of enteric fever, 3 cases, 
against 12, 7, and 8. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County daring the week ended J anuary 29th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON, 


In Greater London 3723 births and 2307 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 319 and 
127 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 2 deaths from 
measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 7 from whooping-. 
cough, and 2 from diarrhoea were registered, 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°57 inches, and that of the Thermometer 37°4, the latter being 
2°°2 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Southerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 10 per cent. below the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 9°4 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0-09 of an inch.

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS 
of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°6 per 1000 
of their aggregate population, which is estimated at 16,713,617 
persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding three weeks 
the rates had been 14°8,16°3, and 17:0. Table 1 of this Return shows, 
for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks : 
it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births, the 
deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from certain epidemic 
diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 21:0 in Hanley, 21°3 in 
Oldham, 21:4 in Stockton on Tees, 21°5 in Liverpool, 22°8 in Stock- 
port, 22°9 in Brighton, 23°7 in Swansea, 23°8 in Burnley, 246 in 
Devonport, and 26°5 in Rochdale ; from measles, 1°6 in Swansea ; 
from scarlet fever, 1:9 in Burnley ; from diphtheria, 1:1 in Salford ; 
and from whooping-cough, 2:2 in Walthamstow, 43 in Devonport, 
and 5:1 in West Hartlepool. No death from small-pox was registered 
in any of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2375 BIRTHS and 1632 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 193 and 
the deaths 19 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all

* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Work- 
houses, Hospitals, and Lunatic Asylums situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the West Ham 
Workhouse at Hackney, the London Fever Hospital, the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals and Asylums, and the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum within 
the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring. 
The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been corrected by 
distribution of all deaths in public institutions. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the 
results of the Census of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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causes, which had been 14°5, 15-7, and 17:2 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further rose last week to 17°5. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 16°2 per 1000, being 
1:4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1632 deaths included 13 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 
5 from diphtheria, 61 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, 
and 15 from diarrhcea; but not one death from small-pox, 
from typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 103 deaths were referred, being 18 below the corrected 
average number in the sixth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 18, 11, and 17 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 13 last week, and were 22 below the 
corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Paddington 
and 3 to Hammersmith. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 0, 10, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were 6 last week, the 
corrected average being 10; 3deathsbelonged to Lambeth. Thedeaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 13, 10, and 16 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 5 last week, and were 13 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 30, 57, and 57 
in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 61 last week, and were 
27 above the corrected average ; 7 deaths belonged to Stepney, 6 each 
to Fulham and to Camberwell, 5 each to Islington and to Greenwich, 
4 each to Bethnal Green and to Poplar, and 3 each to Holborn and to 
Lambeth. The deaths from enteric fever which had been 3, 3, and 2 
in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, the corrected average 
also being 3. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
10, 11, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, were 15 last week, 
and were 5 below the corrected average. Of the 15 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 10 were those of children under 5 years of age, all being 
deaths of children under 2 years of age ; 4 other deaths at these 
ages were certified as due to enteritis, and 1 to gastro-enteritis. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 45, having 
been 35, 26, and 26 in the preceding three weeks. The deaths 
of a compositor, aged 57 years, and of a painter, aged 40 years, were 
certified, after inquest, as due to chronic lead-poisoning. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all but 
1 of which inquests were held. Of these 56 deaths, 7 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 48 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Six of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, five to conflagrations, six to burns or scalds, 
three to drowning, and eight, including six of infants under one year 
of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of 
small-pox, 1881 of scarlet fever, 908 of diphtheria, and 61 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of scarlet fever, 212 cases, against 204, 193, and 213; of diphtheria- 
78 cases, against 115, 102, and 106; and of enteric fever, 14 cases, 
against iB 8, and 3. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended February 5th, 1910. 
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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3700 births and 2255 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 275 and 
82 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 1 death from 
measles, 5 from diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough, and 1 from 
enteric fever, were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich wag 
29:76 inches, and that of the Thermometer 42°0, the latter being 
2°°8 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was South Westerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 14 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 15°6 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0°38 of an inch.

SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SHVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS 
of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 15:8 per 1000 
of their aggregate population, which is estimated { at 16,713,617 
persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding three weeks 
the rates had been 16°3, 17°:0,and 16°6. Table 1 of this Return shows, 
for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks : 
it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births, the 
deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from certain epidemic 
diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 21:1 in Liverpool, 21°8 in 
Burnley, 22°2 in Swansea, 22°8 in Hastings, and 23°) in Birkenhead ; 
from measles, 1-6 in Swansea, 3:4 in Ipswich, and 5°3 in Burnley ; 
from diphtheria, 1*4 in Halifax ; and from whooping-cough, 1:5 in 
Walthamstow and in Hastings, 1°6 in Gateshead, and 2°5 in West 
Hartlepool.. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the

In LONDON 2325 BIRTHS and 1526 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 196 and 
the deaths 180 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years.

The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 16°7 per 1000, being 
1:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

‘The 1526 deaths included 26 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 
11 from diphtheria, 53 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 8 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, 
from typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 108 deaths were referred, being 17 below the corrected 
average number in the seventh week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 11, 17, and 13 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 26 last week, but were 18 below the 


corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Paddington | 
and 3 to Hammersmith. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had ° 


been 10, 5, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, and 
were 3 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 10, 16, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 11 last week, and were 4 below the corrected average. 


The deaths from whoosping-cough, which had been 57, 57, and 61. 


in the preceding three weeks, fell to 53 last week, but were 15 above 
the corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to Islington, 4 each to 
St. Pancras, Hackney, Stepney, Battersea, Deptford, and Greenwich, 
and 3 each to Paddington and to Wandsworth. The deaths from 
enteric fever which had been 3, 2, and 8 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 2 last week, the corrected average being 4. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 11, 14, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 8 last week, and were 4 below the corrected 
average. Of the 8 deaths from diarrhwa, 5 were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 4 being deaths of children under 2 years of 
age; 3 other deaths under 2 years of age were certified as due to 
enteritis, and 6 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly 
to influenza numbered 41, having been 26, 26, and 45 in the 
preceding three weeks. The death of a painter, aged 37 years, was 
certified, after inquest, as due to chronic lead-poisoning. 

Different forms of violence caused 62 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 62 deaths, 14 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 47 were attributed to 
accident or negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles 
in the streets, six to burns or scalds, three to drowning, and nine, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Three deaths 
occurred while under anesthetics administered for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Agsylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of 
small-pox, 1784 of scarlet fever, 903 of diphtheria, and 66 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of scarlet fever, 215 cases, against 193, 213, and 212; of diphtheria, 
109 cases, against 102, 106, and 78; and of enteric fever, 11] cases, 
against 8, 3, and 14, Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County daring the week ended February 12th, 1910.

In Greater London 3638 births and 2145 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 307 and 
280 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 3 deaths from 
measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 1 from diphtheria, 4 from whooping- 
cough, 3 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°33 inches, and that of the Thermometer 44°:7, the latter being 
5°°3 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Southerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 59 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 23'7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0°69 of an inch.

SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS 
of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14-7 per 1000 
of their aggregate population, which is estimated ft at 16,713,617 
persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding three weeks 
the rates had been 17:0, 16°6, and 15°8. Table 1 of this Return shows, 
for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks : 
++ also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births, the 
deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from certain epidemic 
diseases. é 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were -—from all causes, 19°0 in Plymouth and in 
Newport (Mon.), 193 in Bury, 19°8 in Hastings, 21:0 in Hanley, 
91:5 in Huddersfield, 24°2 in Oldham, and 26°2 in Burnley; from 
measles, 2°1 in Swansea, and 9:9 in Burnley ; from whooping-cough, 
1:3 in West Hartlepool and in Sunderland, and 1:7 in Plymouth ;

In LONDON 2264 BIRTHS and 1386 DEATHS were. registered.

Bie ser ote included 14 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 
11 from diphtheria, 45 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 
and 11 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, 
from typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 89 déaths were referred, being 30 below the corrected 
average number in the eighth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 17, 13, and 26 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 14 last week, and were 32 below the 
corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Paddington. 


The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 5, 6, and 8 in the. 


preceding three weeks, fell to 4 last week, and were 6 below the 

corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
16, 5, and 11. in the preceding three weeks, were again 11 last 
week, the corrected average being 15. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 57, 61, and 53 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 45 last week, and were 12 above the corrected average ; 7 deaths 
belonged to Stepney, 5 to Islington, 4 to Greenwich, and 3 each to 
Paddington, St. Marylebone, Lambeth, and Lewisham. The 
deaths from enteric fever which had been 2, 3, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, the corrected average 
being 2. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 14, 15, 
and 8 in the preceding three weeks, were 11 last week, the 
corrected average being 14 ; 3 deaths belonged to Stepney. 
Of the 11 deaths from diarrhoea, 9 were those of children under 
5 years of age, all being deaths of children under 2 years of age ; 
3 other deaths under 2 years of age were certified as due to 
enteritis, and 2 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly 
to influenza numbered 39, having been 26, 45, and 41 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 42 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 31 were attributed to 
accident or negligence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles 


in the streets, three to burns or scalds, and six, of infants under one 


year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of 
small-pox, 1765 of scarlet fever, 911 of diphtheria, and 76 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 


Of scarlet fever, 193 cases, against 213, 212, and 215; of diphtheria, 


83 cases, against 106, 78, and 109; and of enteric fever, 20 cases, 
against 3, 14, and 11. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended February 19th, 1910.

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3477 births and 1951 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 198 and 
429 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 4 deaths from 
measles, 3 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping-cough, and 1 from 
diarrhoea were registered, 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29-34 inches, and that of the Thermometer 42°°5, the latter being 
2°°7 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Southerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 47 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 22°9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted te

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS 
of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14°5 per 1000 
of their aggregate population, which is estimated ¢ at 16,713,617 
persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding three weeks 
the rates had been 16°6, 15°8, and 14°7. Table 1 of this Return shows, 
for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks : 
i+ also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births, the 
deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from certain epidemic 
diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were -—from all causes, 20°6 in Walsall, 21:0 in 
Hanley, 21:4 in Burnley. 99-1 in Birkenhead, 22°7 in Swansea, and 
93-9 in Wigan; from measles, 21 in Ipswich and in Birkenhead, 
9-2 in Hanley, and 2'4 in Burnley ; and from diphtheria, 1°5 in 
Middlesbrough, 1:7 in Portsmouth, and 1S in Tynemouth. One 
death from small-pox was registered in Newcastle on Tyne, but none 
in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2393 BIRTHS and 1346 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 26 and 
the deaths 370 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all

The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been corrected by 
distribution of all deaths in public institutions. 
The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the 
results of the Census of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. — 
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causes, which had been 17:5, 16:3, and 14:8 per 1000 in the pre- 
eeding three weeks, further fell last week to 144. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15°8 per 1000, being 
2:8 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1346 deaths included 39 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 
9 from diphtheria, 46 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, 
1 from ill-defined pyrexia, and 10 from diarrhoea; but not one 
death from small-pox or from typhus: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 114 deaths were referred, being 15 below the corrected 
average number in the ninth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 13, 26, and 14 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 39 last week, but were 8 below the 
corrected average ; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of Hammer- 
smith, 7 to Shoreditch, 4 to Battersea, and 4 to Deptford... 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 8, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 6 last week, the corrected average 
being 9. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 5, 11, and 
11 in the preceding three weeks, were 9 last week, and were 8 
below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 61, 53, and 45 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 46 last week, and were 7 above the corrected average ; 6 deaths 
belonged to Stepney, 6 to Southwark, 5 to Islington, 4 each to 
Hackney and Greenwich, and 3 to Camberwell. The deaths from ~ 
enteric fever which had been 3, 2, and 4 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 3 last week, the corrected average being 4. The 
deaths from diarrhwa, which had been 15, 8, and 11 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 10 last week, the corrected average 
being 13. Of the 10 deaths from diarrhoea, 7 were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 6 being deaths of children under 2 years of 
age; 4 other deaths under 2 years of age were certified as due to 
enteritis, and 4 of children under 5 years of age to gastro-enteritis. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 34, having 
been 45, 41, and 39 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 49 deaths, 12 were cases of 
suicide, 2 of homicide, and 1 of execution, while the remaining 34 
were attributed to accident or negligence. Five of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, five to burns or scalds, three to 
drowning, and two, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation 
in bed. One death occurred while under an anesthetic administered 
for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of 
small-pox, 1766 of scarlet fever, 901 of diphtheria, and 78 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows:— 
Of scarlet fever, 211 cases, against 212, 215, and 193; of diphtheria, 
98 cases, against 78, 109, and 83; and of enteric fever, 13 cases, 
against 14, lI, and 20. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County daring the week ended February 26th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3753 births and 1883 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 33 and 
576 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 5 deaths from 
diphtheria, 8 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 2 from 
diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29:82 inches, and that of the Thermometer 41°8, the latter being 
1°3 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 17 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine: 
in the week was 44°7 hours; the measured rainfall (including dew 
and melted frost) amounted to 0°15 of an inch.

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS 
of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13°6 per i000 
of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 16,713,617 
persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding three weeks 
she rates had been 15°8, 14:7, and 145, Table 1 of this Return shows, 
for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks : 
‘+ also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births, the 
deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from certain epidemic 
diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 19°0 in Merthyr Tydfil, 
19°2 in Birkenhead and in Coventry, 194 in Stockport, 21°6 in- 
Swansea, and 23°3 in Stockton on Tees ; from measles, 1:5 in Hanley, 
in West Bromwich, and in Burnley; from scarlet fever, 19 in 
Coventry ; from diphtheria, 1:5 in Burnley ; from whooping-cough, 
1-1 in Hornsey and in Birmingham, 13 in West Hartlepool, 1°6 in 
Barrow in Furness, 2°3 in Hastings, and 2°8 in Burton upon Trent ; 
and from diarrhea, 1°5 in Middlesbrough. No death from small-pox 
was registered in any of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2370 BIRTHS and’ 1254 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 164 and 
the deaths 477 below the average numbers in the corresponding

The annual death-rate from all 
Shea which had been 16°3, 14°8, and 144 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further fell last week to 13:4. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14°7 per 1000, being 
4:1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. : 

The 1254 deaths included 15 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 
6 from diphtheria, 44 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 13 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia : thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 89 deaths were referred, being 53 below the corrected 
average number in the tenth week of the preceding five years. _ 

The deaths from measles, which had been 26, 14, and 39 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 15 last week, and were 42 below the 
corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Paddington. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 8, 4, and 6 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 9 last week, the corrected average 
being 10; 3 deaths belonged to Wandsworth. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 11, 11, and 9 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 6 last week, and were 12 below the corrected average. 

The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 53, 45, and 46 in 
: the preceding three weeks, were 44 last week, and were 5 above the 
corrected average ; 6 deaths belonged to Stepney, 5 to St. Pancras, 
4 to Deptford, and 8 each to Islington and to Wandsworth. The 
deaths from enteric fever which had been 2, 4, and 3 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 2 last week, the corrected average being 4. 
The deaths from diarriwa, which had been 8, 11, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 13 last week, the corrected average 
being 14. Of the 13 deaths from diarrhoea, 10 were those of children 
under 2 years of age; 5 other deaths at this age were certified as 
due to enteritis, and 4 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 24, having been 41, 39, and 34 in 
the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 13 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 36 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Six of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, six to burns or scalds, four to drowning, and 
four, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. ‘Two 
deaths occurred while under anesthetics administered for surgical 
purposes. 
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CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1754 cases 
of scarlet fever, 884 of diphtheria, and 89 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of scarlet fever, 
199 cases, against 215, 193, and 211; of diphtheria, 87 cases, 
against 109, 83, and 98; and of enteric fever, 20 cases, against 
11, 20, and 13. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the $ 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County daring the week ended March 5th, 1910. .

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3632 births and 1754 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 324 and 
702 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not ineluded in the area of any “ great town,” 3 deaths from 
measles, 2 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric 
fever, and 1 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°77 inches, and that of the Thermometer 46°°0, the latter being 
5°0 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being practically the same as the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 146 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0:95 of an inch.

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIx GREA1 TOWNS 
of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13:5 per 1000 
of their aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 16,713,617 
persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding three weeks 
the rates had been 14°7, 14°5,and 13°6. Table 1 of this Return shows, 
for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks : 
it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births, the 
deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from certain epidemic 
diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 17:0 in Brighton and in 
Walsall, 17-2 in Hanley, 17-4 in Swansea, 17°5 in Preston, 17°8 in 
Warrington, 18-0 in Barrow in Furness, 19:2 in Ipswich, 19:4 in Great 
Yarmouth, 24:2 in Huddersfield, and 27:1 in Rochdale ; from measles, 
15 in Stockport and in Burnley, 2°2 in Hanley, 3°8 in Hastings, and 
4-1 in Ipswich ; and from whooping-cough, 1-3 in Birkenhead and in 
Newport (Mon.), 1:9 in West Hartlepool, and 2°5 in Devonport and 
in Barrow in Furness. No death from small-pox was registered in 


any of the seventy-six towns.

The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 14°8, 14:4, and 13:4 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further fell last week to 18°2. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14:0 per 1000, being 
4°5 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1231 deaths included 24 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 
6 from diphtheria, 46 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 
and 11 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 97 deaths were referred, being 46 below the corrected 
average number in the eleventh week of the preceding five years. | 

The deaths from measles, which had been 14, 39, and 15 in the ~ 
preceding three weeks, were 24 last week, and were 41 below the 
corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bethnal 
Green and 3 to Battersea. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 4, 6, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, were 6 last 
week, and were 3 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 11, 9, and 6 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 6 last week, and were 9 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
45, 46, and 44 in the preceding three weeks, were 46 last week, the 
corrected average being 37; 5 deaths belonged to Stepney, 5 to 
Greenwich, 4 each to Islington, Shoreditch, Poplar, and Camberwell, 
and 3 each to St. Pancras, Hackney, and Wandsworth. The 
deaths from enteric fever which had been 4, 3, and 2 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 4 last week, the corrected average being 3. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 11, 10, and 13 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 11 last week, and were 3 below the 
corrected average. Of the 11 deaths from diarrhoea, 7 were those 
of children under 5 years of age, and of these 7 deaths, 6 were 
those of children under 2 years of age ; 5 other deaths under 5 years 
of age were certified as due to enteritis, 3 being those of children 
under 2 years of age, and 3 deaths under 2 years of age were certified 
as due to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 23, having been 39, 34, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, 

Different forms of violence caused 37 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 37 deaths, 4 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Two of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, two to burns or scalds, four to drowning, and 
ten, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. One 
death occurred while under an anesthetic administered for surgical 
purposes. 

CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1713 cases 
of scarlet fever, 872 of diphtheria, and 88 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of scarlet fever, 
180 cases, against 193, 211, and 199; of diphtheria, 90 cases, 
against 83, 98, and 87; and of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 
20, 13, and 20. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County daring the week ended March 12th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3687 births and 1747 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 304 and 
673 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 5 deaths from 
measles, 4 from diphtheria, and 1 from whooping-cough were 
registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°87 inches, and that of the Thermometer 40°1, the latter being 
1°6 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 8 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 41°6 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0°13 of an inch.

SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS 
of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13°9 per 1000 
of their aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 16,713,617 
persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding three weeks 
the rates had been 14°5, 13:6, and 13°5. Table 1 of this Return shows, 
for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks: 
it also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births, the 
deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from certain epidemic 
diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were:—from all causes, 18:3 in West Bromwich, 
18:4 in Burnley, 18°5 in Blackburn, 18°6 in Liverpool, 18:7 in South 
Shields, 19°6 in Barrow in Furness, 19°8 in Huddersfield, 20°3 in 
Tynemouth, 20°4 in Grimsby, 21°3 in Stockport, and 23°7 in Swansea ; 
from measles, 1°1 in Hull, 1:3 in Merthyr Tydfil, 1°5 in Stockport 
and in Burnley, and 3:0 in Hanley ; from scarlet fever, 1:1 in Black- 
burn; and from whooping-cough, 1:2 in Devonport, in Aston Manor, 
and in Liverpool, 13 in West Hartlepool and in South Shields, 
15 in Hastings, and 1°6 in Barrow in Furness. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2141 BIRTHS and 1263 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 349 and

* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Work- 
houses, Hospitals, and Lunatic Asylums situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the West Ham 
Workhouse at Hackney, the London Fever Hospital, the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals and Asylums, and the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum within 
the County of London, As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring, 
The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been corrected by 
distribution of all deaths in public institutions. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the 
results of the Census of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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the deaths 322 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 14°4, 13:4, and 13:2 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceeding three weeks, was 13°5 last week. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13°6 per 1000, being 
4:1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1262 deaths included 24 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 
10 from diphtheria, 44 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 
and 5 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 99 deaths were referred, being 33 below the corrected 
average number in the twelfth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 39, 15, and 24 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 24 last week, and were 51 below 
the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Paddington. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
6, 9, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 10 last week, 
the corrected average being 11. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 9, 6, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 10 
last week, but were 4 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 46, 44, and 46 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 44 last week, and were 8 above the 
corrected average ; 6 deaths belonged to Poplar, 5 each to Islington, 
Hackney, and Camberwell, 4 to Fulham, and 3 to Shoreditch. The 
deaths from enteric fever which had been 3, 2, and 4 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 6 last week, and were 2 above the corrected. 
average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 10, 13, and 11 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 5 last week, and were 8 below 
the corrected average. Of the 5 deaths from diarrhaa, 2 were those 
of children under 5 years of age, both being those of children under 
2 years of age ; 5 other deaths at this age were certified as due to 
enteritis, and 1 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to 
influenza numbered 17, having been 34, 24, and 23 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all but 
1 of which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 9 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 36 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, six to burns or scalds, and three, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. ‘Three deaths 
occurred while under anesthetics administered for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1650 cases 
of scarlet fever, 855 of diphtheria, and 88 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of scarlet fever, 
173 cases, against 211, 199, and 180; of diphtheria, 71 cases, 
against 98, 87, and 90; and of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 
13, 20, and 7. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County daring the week ended March 19th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3354 births and 1782 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 573 and 
502 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 8 deaths from 
diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 
2 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30°19 inches, and that of the Thermometer 42°-0, the latter being 
0°3 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 50 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 23°6 hours; no rain fell during the week.

the aggregate 95 deaths were referred, being 58 below the corrected 
average number in the thirteenth week of the preceding five years. __ 
The deaths from measles, which had been 15, 24, and 24 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 22 last week, and were 4l below 
the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Fulham. The deaths’ from scarlet fever, which had been 
9, 6, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 2 last week, 
the corrected average being 9. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 6, 6, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, were 8 
last week, and were 6 below the corrected average; 3 deaths 
belonged to Finsbury. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 44, 46, and 44 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 
51 last week, and were the same as the corrected average ; 5 deaths 
belonged to Islington, 5 to St. Marylebone, 4 each to Paddington, 
St. Pancras, Poplar, and Southwark, and 3 each to Stepney, 
Wandsworth, and Camberwell. The deaths from enteric fever, 
which had been 2, 4, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last 
week, the corrected average also being 3. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 13, 11, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 9 last week, and were 5 below the corrected average. Of the 
9 deaths from diarrhoea, 6 were those of children under 5 years of 
age, all being those of children under 2 years of age ; 5 other deaths 
| of children under 2 years of age were certified as due to enteritis, 
j and 5 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
i numbered 14, having been 24, 23, and 17 in the preceding three 
4 weeks. 
‘| Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all of 
| which inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 14 were cases of 
{ suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 43 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Hight of these latter were referred to 
4 vehicles in the streets, eight to burns or scalds, and nine, including

On 31st March, 1910, the Municipal Borough of Dewsbury was 
extended. ‘The area now included in the Borough contained a 
population of more than 50,000 persons at the last Census, and figures 
for the Borough are, therefore, published for the first time in this 
return. On the same date the County Borough of Hanley (formerly 
sncluded in Table 1), the Municipal Boroughs of Burslem, Longton 
and Stoke upon Trent, the Urban District of Tunstall and most of that. 
of Fenton, were united to form the new County Borough of Stoke on 
Trent. Hanley is now, therefore, replaced by Stoke on Trent, The 
number of towns now included in Table 1 is thus raised from 
76 to 77. 

‘The deaths registered last week in these SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14:9 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated{ at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates in the 76 towns had been 13°5, 13°9, and 14:4, 
Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in 
each of the last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last 
Saturday the. births, the deaths from several causes, and the death- 
rates from certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were -—from all causes, 19:0 in Merthyr Tydfil, 
19:2 in Birkenhead, in Liverpool, and in Warrington, 19°4 in Great 
Yarmouth, 19°6 in Newport (Mon.), 19°8 in Huddersfield, 21:2 in

LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2420 BIRTHS and 1377 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 25 and 
the deaths 173 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 13:2, 13°5, and 14°5 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further,rose last week to 14:7. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14:0 per 1000, being 
2°5 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1277 deaths included 33 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 
6 from diphtheria, 45 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 11 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 101 deaths were referred, being 47 below the corrected 
average number in the fourteenth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 24, 24, and 22 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 33 last week, but were 30 below 
the corrected average; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Fulham, 6 to Greenwich, and 3 each to Bethnal Green, Stepney, and 
Southwark. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
6, 10, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, 
and were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 6, 10, and 8 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 6 last week, and were 9 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 46, 44, and 51 
in the preceding three weeks, were 45 last week, the corrected 
average being 46 ; 8 deaths belonged to St. Pancras, 5 to Camberwell, 
4 each to Islington and to Wandsworth, and 3 to Stepney. The 
deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 6, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 2 last week, the corrected average 
being 3. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 11, 5, and 9 


in the preceding three weeks, were 11 last week, and were equal to . 


the corrected average. Of the 11 deaths from diarrhcea, 5 were those 
of children under 5 years of age, all being those of children under 
2 years of age ; 5 other deaths of children under 5 years of age (of 
which 4 were below the age of 2 years) were certified as due to 
enteritis, and 4 (all below the age of 2 years) to gastro-enteritis. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 17, having been 
23, 17, and 14 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Six of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, four to burns or scalds, two to drowning, and 
four, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed.

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3793 births and 1947 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 104 and 264 
below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 2 deaths from 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, and 7 from 
whooping-cough were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich wags 
29°69 inches, and that of the Thermometer 42°8, the latter being 
3°4 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Northerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 24 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 24°2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0-11 of an inch.

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SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
TOWNS of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 15:0 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates in the 76 or 77 towns had been 13:9, 14°4, and 
14:9. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks: it also shows for the week 
ended last Saturday the births, the deaths from several causes, and 
the death-rates from certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 19-3 in Blackburn, 19:4 in 


Great Yarmouth, 19°7 in Devonport, 20:1 in Preston, 20°3 in 


Newport (Mon.), 20°7 in Liverpool, 21:0 in Merthyr Tydfil, and 
93°3 in Stockport; from measles, 1‘1 in Stoke on Trent, 1:2 in 
Bradford, 1:9 in Burton on Trent, 2°2 in Bootle, and 5°2 in Merthyr 
Tydfil ; and from whooping-cough, 1:1 in Rhondda, 1°3 in Birkenhead, 
in West Hartlepool, and in Newport (Mon.), 14 in Grimsby and in 
Liverpool, 2:3 in Hastings, and 2°5 in Devonport. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-seven towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2372 BIRTHS and 1387 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 70 and 
the deaths 143 below the average numbers in the corresponding 


* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Work- 
houses, Hospitals, and Lunatic Asylums situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the West Ham 
Workhouse at Hackney, the London Fever Hospital, the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals and Asylums, and the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum within 
the County of London.

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f the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
eo nich sa been 13°5, 14:5, and 14-7 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further rose last week to 14°5. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 144 per 1000, being 
2:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1387 deaths included 46 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 
8 from diphtheria, 41 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 
and 9 from diarrhcea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 117 deaths were referred, being 40 below the corrected 
average number in the fifteenth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 24, 22, and 33 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 46 last week, but were 20 below 
the corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Deptford, 5 each to Shoreditch and to Southwark, 4 to Greenwich, 
and 3 each to Paddington, Stepney, Poplar, and Lewisham. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 10, 2, and 4 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, and were 3 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 10, 8, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, 
and were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 44, 51, and 45 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 41 last week, and were 8 below the corrected 
average ; 5 deaths belonged to Islington, 5 to Camberwell, 4 each to 
Finsbury, Poplar, and Lambeth, and 3 to St. Pancras. The 
deaths from enteric fever, which had been 6, 3, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 8 last week, and were 4 above the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhwa, which had been 
D), 9, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, were 9 last week, and 
were 4 below the corrected average. Of the 9 deaths from diarrhea, 
6 were those of children under 2 years of age; 2 other deaths at 
this age were certified as due to enteritis,and 1 to gastro-enteritis. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 21, having 
been 17, 14, and 17 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 64 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these- 64 deaths, 15 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 48 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, six to burns or scalds, five to drowning, and 
nine, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Two 
deaths occurred while under anesthetics administered for surgical 
purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1535 cases 
of scarlet fever, 816 of diphtheria, and 81 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—OFf scarlet fever, 
197 cases, against 173, 158, and 166; of diphtheria, 69 cases, 
against 71, 71, and 79; and of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 
ll, 9, and 5. Table 10, compiled and _ furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County daring the week ended April 9th, 1910. 


T The figures represent persons notified as suffering from the several specified

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GREATER LONDON, 


In Greater London 3691 births and 1938 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 174 and 230 
below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 3 deaths from 
measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 9 from whooping- 
cough, | from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°34 inches, and that of the Thermometer 48°-8, the latter being 
2°°5 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Southerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 9 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshiric 
in the week was 29°1 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
1:86 inches.

SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13:7 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated+ at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates in the 76 or 77 towns had been 14:4, 14:9, and 
15:0. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks: it also shows for the week 
ended last Saturday the births, the deaths from several causes, and 
the death-rates from certain epidemic diseases, 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 18°2 in Portsmouth, 18°5 in 
Sunderland and in Tynemouth, 19-0 in Middlesbrough, 19°8 in Liver- 
pool, 20°3 in Merthyr Tydfil, 20°6 in Preston, and 21:3 in Oldham : 
from measles, 1:1 in Liverpool, 13 in East Ham. 1°5 in Stoke on 
Trent, 1°8 in Bradford, and 2°6 in Merthyr Tydfil ; from scarlet Sever, 
10 in Sunderland; from whooping-cough, 1°3 in Birkenhead and in 
South Shields, 1-4 in Liverpool, 2:2 in Bootle, and 2°5 in Devonport ; 
and from diarrhea, 15 in Walsall. No death from smali-pox was 
registered in any of the seventy-seven towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2334 BIRTHS and 1226 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 86 and 
the deaths 268 below the average numbers in the corresponding

houses, Hospitals, and Lunatic Asylums situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the West Ham 
Workhouse at Hackuey, the London Fever Hospital, the Metropolitan Asylumeg 
Board Hospitals and Asylums, and the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum within 
the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring, 
The figures relating to the seventy-six other great towns have been corrected by 
distribution of all deaths in public institutions. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the 
results of the Census of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 14°5, 14°7, and 14°8 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, fell last week to 131. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14:3 per 1000, being 
1:9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1226 deaths included 27 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 
5 from diphtheria, 38 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, 
‘and 10 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 89 deaths were referred, being 51 below the corrected 
average number in the sixteenth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 22, 33, and 46 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 27 last week, and were 30 below 
the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Deptford, and 3 each to St. Marylebone and St. Pancras, The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 2, 4, and 95 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 6 last week, but were 7 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 8, 6, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 5 last week, 
and were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 51, 45, and 41 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 38 last week, and were 4 below the corrected 
average ; 5 deaths belonged to St. Pancras, 5 each to Poplar and to 
Southwark, 4 to St. Marylebone, and 3 each to Islington and Hackney. 
The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 2, and 8 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
9, 11, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, were 10 last week, and 
were 4 below the corrected average. Of the 10 deaths from diarrheea, 
6 were those of children under 2 years of age; 8 other deaths at 
this age were certified as due to enteritis, and 4 to gastro-enteritis. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 12, having 
been 14, 17, and 21 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 52 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 52 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Six of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, four to burns or scalds, three to drowning, and 
nine, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Two 
deaths occurred while under anesthetics administered for surgical 
purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1510 cases 
of scarlet fever, 812 of diphtheria, and 69 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of scarlet fever, 
196 cases, against 158, 166, and 197; of diphtheria, 74 cases, 
against 71, 79, and 69; and of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 
9, 95, and 8. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended April 16th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON, 


In Greater London 3634 births and 1710 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 194 and 403 
below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 2 deaths from 
scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, and 2 from enteric fever 
were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°87 inches, and that of the Thermometer 44°3, the latter being 
0°-9 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 32 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 8°3 hours: the measured rainfall amounted to 
0-23 of an inch.

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SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
TOWNS of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13°] 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 14°9, 15-0, and 13°7. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 17°7 in Liverpool, 17:8 in 
Warrington, 17-9 in Coventry, 18°5 in Tynemouth, 19:0 in Middleg- 
brough, 19°4 in Stockport, 20°6 in Oldham, 20°7 in Wallasey, 21:0 in 
Merthyr Tydfil, and 21°8 in Burnley ; from measles, 1:3 in Willesden 
and in Sunderland, 16 in Swansea, 1°8 in Bradford, 2°7 in East Ham, 
and 6°6 in Merthyr Tydfil; and from whooping-cough, 1:8 in Oldham, 
2:0 in Gateshead, 2:1 in Warrington, and 2°5 in Devonport. One 
death from small-pox was registered as belonging to Hull, but none 
to any other of the seventy-seven, towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2372 BIRTHS and 1217 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 155 and 
the deaths 244 below the average numbers in the corresponding

The 1217 deaths included 33 from measles, 6 from diphtheria, 
42 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 8 from diarrheea ; 
but not one death from small-pox, from scarlet fever, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia : thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 91 deaths were referred, being 59d below the corrected 
average number in the seventeenth week of the preceding five years. 


The deaths from measles, which had been 33, 46, and. 27 in the 


preceding three weeks, were 33 last week, and were 26 below 
the corrected average; 3% deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Paddington, and 3 each to St. Pancras, Finsbury, and Lambeth. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 6, 8, and 5 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were 6 last week, and were 7 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 45, 41, 
and 38 in the preceding three weeks, were 42 last week, 
the corrected average being 47; 6 deaths belonged to Islington, 
5 to St. Pancras, and 3 each to Kensington and Fulham. 
The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 8, and 3 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, the corrected 
average being 4. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
11, 9, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 8 last week, and 
were 6 below the corrected average. Of the 8 deaths from diarrhea, 
28 were those of children under 5 years of age; 7 other deaths at 
this age were certified as due to enteritis, and 1 to gastro-enteritis, 
all of these 11 deaths being those of children under 2 years of age. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 12, having 
been 17, 21, and 12 in the preceding three weeks. | 
Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, and 4 of homicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Four of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, six to burns or scalds, and seven, including 
six of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. One 
death occurred while under an anesthetic administered for surgical 
purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1509 cases 
of scarlet fever, 798 of diphtheria, and 66 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 
192 cases, against 166, 197, and 196; of diphtheria, 81 cases, 
against 79, 69, and 74; and of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 
do, 8, and 5. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County daring the week ended April 23rd, 1910. ©

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3648 births and 1707 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 282 and 391 
below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
“not included in the area of any “ great town,” 1 death from 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 1 from diphtheria, 4 from whooping- 
cough, and | from diarrhoea were registered. 3 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°64 inches, and that of the Thermometer 45°4, the latter being 
3°4 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 36 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 90'1 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0:43 of an inch. : :

SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
TowNs of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13:1 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated{ at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three, weeks the rates had been 15:0, 13:7, and 13:1. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 19:2 in Liverpool, 19:3 in 
Manchester and in Dewsbury, 19°4 in Great Yarmouth, 19:9 in 
Oldham, 21-6 in Merthyr Tydfil, and 22°3 in Stockton on Tees ; from 
measles, 1°6 in Croydon, 1°77 in Kast Ham, 1:9 in Burton on Trent, 
and 2°) in Merthyr Tydfil; and from whooping-cough, 1:1 in 
Manchester and in Oldham, 1°3 in Birkenhead and in West Hartle- 
pool, 1-4 in Bolton, 1°5 in Salford, 1°6 in Rotherham, and 2:2 in 
South Shields. No death from small-pox was registered in any of 
the seventy-seven towns.

In LONDON 2229 BIRTHS and 1167 DEATHS were registered, 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 373 and 
the deaths 244 below the average numbers in the corresponding

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weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 14:8, 13:1, and 13:0 per 1000 in the preceding 
three weeks, further declined last week to 12°5. The death-rate In 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13:4 per 1000, being 
92 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1167 deaths included 40 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever. 
6 from diphtheria, 46 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 
and 11 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from i'-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 110 deaths were referred, being 33 below the corrected 
average number in the eighteenth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been AG, 27, and 33 in the 
preceding three weeks, were AQ last week, and were 15 below 
the corrected average; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Stepney, 4 each to Hackney, Southwark, and Bermondsey, and 
» each to Bethnal Green, Battersea, and Deptford. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 5, 6, and Qin the preceding three 
weeks, were 6 last week, and were 5 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 8, 9, and 6 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were again 6 last week, and were 6 below the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths from whosping-cough, which had been 
41, 38, and 42 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 46 last week, 
the corrected average being 49; 5 deaths belonged to Fulham, 
5 to Poplar, 4 each to St. Marylebone, St. Pancras, and Camberwell, » 
and 3 to Lambeth. One death from enteric fever was registered, 
against 8, 3, and 2 in the preceding three weeks. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 9, 10, and 8 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 11 last week, the corrected average being 16. Of the 
11 deaths from diarrhoea, 8 were those of children under 5 years 
of age; 5 other deaths at this age were certified as due to enteritis, 
and 7 to gastro-enteritis : excepting one death from enteritis and one 
from gastro-enteritis, all of these 20 deaths were of children under 
2 years of age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza num- 
bered 13, having been 21, 12, and 12 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 60 deaths, concerning all of a 
which inquests were held. Of these 60 deaths, 12 were cases of — | 
suicide, while the remaining 48 were attributed to accident or } 
negligence. Eleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the © 
streets, four to drowning, and nine, of infants under one year of age, 
to suffocation in bed. One death occurred while under an anesthetic 
administered for surgical purposes. 











CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1506 cases 
of scarlet fever, 784 of diphtheria, and 62 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in — 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of scarlet fever, P 
i79 cases, against 197, 196, and 192; of diphtheria, 72 cases, — : 
against 69, 74, and 81; and of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 
8, 3, and 6. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the — 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended April 30th, 1910. ——

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GREATER LONDON, 


In Greater London 3541 births and 1642 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 565 and 352 
below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 4 deaths from 
measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 7.from whooping- 
cough, and 1 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer iast week at Greenwich was 
29°70 inches, and that of the Thermometer 46°3, the latter being 
3°7 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. ‘Ihe 
general direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 36 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 44°6 hours: the measured rainfall amounted to 
0-74 of an inch.

SHEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SHVENTY-SEVEN GREaT 

Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13°8 

) per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated ft at 

16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 13:7, 13:1, and 13:1. Table 1 of thig 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 18:4 in Bury, 18°5 in Salford 
and in Oldham, 19:1 in West Bromwich, 19-7 in Manchester, 20°3 in 
Merthyr Tydfil, 20°-4 in Burnley, and 21°5 in Huddersfield ; from 
measles, 1:1 in Liverpool, 1°4 in Bradford, 19 in Burton upon Trent, 
2-0 in Stockport and in Dewsbury, 4°4 in Bootle, and 5:2 in Merthyr 
Tydfil ; from whooping-cough, 12 in Plymouth, in Kings Norton, and 
in Liverpool, 1°3 in Newport (Mon.), 1°5 in Manchester, and 2°4 in 
Burnley ; and from diarrhea, 1:2 in Gateshead and 1°8 in Tyne- 
mouth. One death from small-pox was registered as belonging 
to South Shields, but none to any other of the seventy-seven towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2529 BIRTHS and 1299 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 34 and 
the deaths 66 below the average numbers in the corresponding 


* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Work- 
houses, Hospitals, and Lunatic Asylums situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the West Ham 
Workhouse at Hackney, the London Fever Hospital, the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals and Asylums, and the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum within 
the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring. 
The figures relating to the seventy-six other great towns have been corrected by 
distribution of all deaths in public institutions. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the 
results of the Census of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period 
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weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 13:1, 13°0, and 12°5 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose last week to 13:9. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13:1 per 1000, being 
2) per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1299 deaths included 55 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 
11 from diphtheria, 32 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 15 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia : thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 118 deaths were referred, being 2 below the corrected 
average number in the nineteenth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 27, 33, and 40 in the 
preceding three wecks, further rose to 55 last week, and were 4 above 
the corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Battersea, 5 each to Shoreditch and to Greenwich, 4 each to 
Paddington, Southwark, and Camberwell, and 3 each to Stepney, 
Lambeth, and Wandsworth. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 6, 0, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last 
week, and were 7 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 5, 6, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 11 last week, and were 2 above the corrected average. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 38, 42, and 46 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 32 last week, and were 5 below the 
corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to Islington, 5 to Stepney, 
and 3 each to Fulham, Hackney, Poplar, and Lambeth. The 
deaths from enteric fever, wuich had been 3, 2, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, the corrected average 
being 3. The deaths from diarrhe@a, which had been 10, 8, and 11 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 15 last week, and were 4 above 
the corrected average. Of the 15 deaths from diarrhea, 13 were 
those of children under 5 years of age, 12 being those of children 
under 2 years of age; 2 other deaths under 2 years of age were 
certified as due to enteritis, and 6 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 12, having been 12, 12, 
and 13 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 48 deaths, 9 were cases of 
suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 37 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Six of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, two to burns cr scalds, five to drowning, and 
seven, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Two 
deaths occurred while under anesthetics administered for surgical 
purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1476 cases 
of scarlet fever, 775 of diphtheria, and 62 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 
i77 cases, against 196, 192, and 179; of diphtheria, 91 cases, 
eee 74, 81, and 72; and of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 
A 6, and 10. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 

edical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County daring the week ended May 7th, 1910.

In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 3 deaths from 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, and 5 from whooping- 
cough were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°68 inches, and that of the Thermometer 47°5, the latter being 
4°°3 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 23 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 953°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0-42 of an inch.

Table 1 of thig 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 17:2 in Barrow in Furness, 
17:3 in Dewsbury, 17°5 in Grimsby, 17:9 in Preston, 18°5 in Middles- 
brough, 19:0 in Newport (Mon.), 22°8 in Stockport, 23:1 in Tynemouth, 
and 27°5 in Merthyr Tydfil ; from measies, 1*1 in Liverpool, 1:3 in 
Stoke on Trent and in Preston, 15 in Wolverhampton, 1:6 in 
Bradford, 1°9 in Stockton on Tees, 2°5 in Stockport, 2°8 in Burton 
upon Trent, and 6°6 in Merthyr Tydfil; and from whooping-cough, 
1°38 in Manchester, 1°9 in Burton upon Trent, and 2:0 in Newport 
(Mon.). No death from small-pox was registered in any of the 


seventy-seven towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LoNDON 1610 BIRTHS and 1063 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 864 and

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the deaths 250 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 13°0, 12:5, and 13°9 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, fell last week to 11-4. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12°7 per 1000, being 
9-2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. | 

The 1063 deaths included 48 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 
8 from diphtheria, 42 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 
and 14 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 117 deaths were referred, being 10 below the corrected 
average number in the twentieth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 33, 40, and 55 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 48 last week, the corrected average 
being 47; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of St. Pancras, 
5 to Bethnal Green, 4 each to Paddington, Southwark, Lambeth, 
Camberwell, and Greenwich, and 3 each to Battersea and Wands- 
worth. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 0, 6, and 3 
in the preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, and were 9 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
6, 6, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, and were 
3 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 42, 46, and 32 in the preceding three weeks, were 
42 last week, and were the same as the corrected average ; 10 deaths 
belonged to St. Pancras, 5 to Wandsworth, 4 to Hackney, and 3 
each to Islington, Shoreditch, Battersea, and Camberwell. One 
death from enteric fever was registered, as compared with 2, 1, and 2 
in the preceding three weeks, the corrected average being 3. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 8, ll, and 15 
in the preceding three weeks, were 14 last week, and were 1 below 
the corrected average. Of the 14 deaths from diarrhoea, 10 were 
those of children under 5 years of age; 4 other deaths at this age 
were certified as due to enteritis, and 1 to gastro-enteritis, all of 
these deaths, except one from diarrhcea, being those of children 
under 2 years of age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 4, having been 12, 13, and 12 in the _ preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 9 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 48 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Thirteen of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, two to burns cr scalds, three to drowning, and 
ten, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. One 
death occurred while under an anesthetic administered for surgical 
purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1476 cases 
of scarlet fever, 753 of diphtheria, and 58 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of scarlet fever, 
190 cases, against 192, 179, and 177; of diphtheria, 62 cases, 
against 81, 72, and 91; and of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 
6, 10, and 6. . Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended May 14th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2545 births and 1526 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 1367 and 327 
below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which ig 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 1 death from 
scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, and 2 from 
diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°60 inches, and that of the Thermometer 58°9, the latter being 
od above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 27 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 49-2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0-89 of an inch.

1 The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 


Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 127 
as per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated ft at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 13:1, 13°8, and 12:4. Table 1 of thig 

Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
| certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 17:0 in Burnley, 17:2 in 
Southampton, 17°3 in Rhondda, 17-4 in Stockport, in Oldham, 
and in Swansea, 17°9 in Rochdale, 19:9 in Burton on Trent, 
25:4 in Dewsbury, and 25°6 in Merthyr Tydfil ; from measles, 1:4 in 
Liverpool, 1°9 in Blackburn, 2°0 in Dewsbury, 3°8 in Burton on 

Trent, and 7:9 in Merthyr Tydfil ; and from whooping-cough, 1:2 in 
Aston Manor and in Sheffield, 1°3 in Birkenhead and in West Hartle- 
pool, 15 in Manchester, 2°1 in Wallasey, and 2°9 in Oldham. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-seven 
towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2697 BIRTHS and 1107 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 241 above and 
the deaths 158 below the average numbers in the corresponding

houses, Hospitals,and Lunatic Asylums situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the West Ham 
Workhouse at Hackney, the London Fever Hospital, the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals and Asylums, and the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum within 
the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring, 
The figures relating to the seventy-six other great towns have been corrected by 
distribution of all deaths in public institutions. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the 
results of the Census of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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weeks of the previous five years. ‘he annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 12°5, 13:9, and 11:4 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, was 11°8 last week. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12°4 per 1000, being 
1:9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1107 deaths included 50 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 
2 from diphtheria, 36 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 15 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 108 deaths were referred, being 14 below the corrected 
average number in the twenty-first week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 40, 55, and 48 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 50 last week, the corrected average 
being 48; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 5 each 
to St. Pancras and to Bermondsey, and 3 each to Hackney, 
Finsbury, Shoreditch, and Camberwell. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 6, 3, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 3 last week, and were 6 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 6, 11, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 2 last week, and were 9 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 46, 32, 
and 42 in the preceding three weeks, were 36 last week, and were 
equal to the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to Islington, 


4 to Stepney, and 3 each to Shoreditch and to Wandsworth. The | 


deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 2, and 1 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 2 last week, and were 2 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrh@a, which had been 11, 15, and 14 
in the preceding three weeks, were 15 last week, and were 2 above 
the corrected average. Of the 15 deaths from diarrhea, 12 were 
those of children under 2 years of age; 4 other deaths at this age 
were certified as due to enteritis, and 4 to gastro-enteritis. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 13, 
12, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all but 
1 of which inquests were held. Of these 57 deaths, 12 were cases 
of suicide, 1 of execution, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 
43 were attributed to accident or negligence. Nine of these latter 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, three to burns cr scalds, 
ten to drowning, and five, of infants under one year of age, to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1445 cases 
of scarlet fever, 742 of diphtheria, and 60 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of scarlet fever, 
174 cases, against 179, 177, and 190; of diphtheria, 74 cases, 
against 72, 91, and 62; and of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 
10, 6, and 6. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 


in the County daring the week ended May 21st, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 4257 births and 1572 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 410 above and 
209 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Onter Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 3 deaths from 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 6: from whooping- 
cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°93 inches, and that of the Thermometer o7°°8, the latter being 
2°3 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Northerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 9 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 60:2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0-08 of an inch.

The deaths registered last week in SHVENTY-SEVEN GREa'T 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 11°8 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated + at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 13°8, 12:4, and 12:7. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were:—from all causes, 15:1 in Salford, 15°7 in 
Wolverhampton and in Preston, 16°5 in South Shields, 17-0 in Bootle, 
18°2 in Liverpool, 18°4 in Merthyr Tydfil, and 19:9 in Oldham ; from 
measles, 1*2 in Liverpool and in Gateshead, 1:4 in Bradford, 1:9 in 
Blackburn, 2-8 in Burton on Trent, and 3°9 in Merthyr Tydfil; and 
from whooping-cough, 1°3 in Salford and in South Shields, 1:4 in 
Smethwick and in Wallasey, and 1:7 in Huddersfield. One death 
from small-pox was registered in South Shields, and one in Cardiff, 
but none in any other of the seventy-seven towns.

In LONDON 2434 BIRTHS and 1087 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 71 above and 
the deaths 120 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all

13 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1087 deaths included 51 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 
5 from diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 
and 21 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 113 deaths were referred, being 7 below the corrected 
average number in the twenty-second week of the preceding five 

ears. 
; The deaths from measles, which had been 55,48, and 50 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 51 last week, and were 4 above the 
corrected average; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 
5 to St. Pancras, 5 to Camberwell, 4 to Lambeth, and 3 each to 
Kensington, St. Marylebone, and Shoreditch. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 3, 4, and 3 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 6 last week, but were 5 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 11, 8, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, and were 5 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 32, 42, and 36 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 29 last 
week, and were 2 below the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to 
Stepney. One death from enteric fever was registered, as compared 
with 2, 1,and 2 in the preceding three weeks, the corrected average 
being 2. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 15, 14, and 15 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 91 last week, the corrected 
average being 20. Of the 21 deaths from diarrhoea, 15 were 
those of children under 2 years of age; 2 other deaths at this age 
were certified as due to enteritis, and 2 to gastro-enteritis. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 12, 
4, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. The death of a house- 
painter, aged 39 years, was certified after inquest, as due to plumbism. 

Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 49 deaths, 14 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed to accident or 
negligence, Six of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, three to burns or scalds, eight to drowning, and seven, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. One death 
occurred while under an anesthetic administered for surgical 
purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1461 cases 
of scarlet fever, 728 of diphtheria, and 61 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever 
203. cases, against 177, 190, and 174; of diphtheria, 72 cases, 
against 91, 62, and 74; and of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 
6, 6, and 8 ‘Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County daring the week ended May 28th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3809 births and 1491 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 58 above and 
190 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 2 deaths from 
measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 8 from whooping- 
cough, and 2 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°59 inches, and that of the Thermometer 569, the latter being 
0°5 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1965, The 
general direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal move- 
ment of the air being 18 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 36°58 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to

The deaths registered last week in SHEVENTY-SEVEN GRuza'r 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded toan annual rate of 11-4 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated+ at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 12°4, 12°7, and 11°8. Table 1-of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases.

! results of the Census of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period 
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causes, which had been 11°4, 11°8, and 11°6 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, fell last week to 10°5. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 11:3 per 1000, being 
19 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 984 deaths included 47 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 
5 from diphtheria, 23 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, 
and 8 from diarrhcea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia : thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 91 deaths were referred, being 32 below the corrected 
average number in the twenty-third week of the preceding five 

ears. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 48, 50, and 51 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 47 last week, the corrected average 
being 50; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bethnal Green, 6 to 
Southwark, 4 each to St. Pancras, Bermondsey, and Lambeth, 
and 3 each to Hackney and Woolwich. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 4, 3, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 5 last week, and were 5 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 8, 2, and 5 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were again 5 last week, and were 4 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 42, 36, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, further fell to 23 
last week, and were 9 below the corrected average; 3 deaths 
belonged to Islington, 3 to Bermondsey, and 3 to Camberwell. The 
deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 2, and 1 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 3 last week, and were equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 14, 15, and 21 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 8 last week, and were 11 below 
the corrected average. The 8 deaths from diarrhoea were those 
of children under 2 years of age; 4 other deaths at this age were 
certified as due to enteritis, and 4 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 3, having been 4 in each 
of the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 56 deaths, 18 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 38 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Ten of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, three to burns cr scalds, six to drowning, and six, of 
_ infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1401 cases 
of scarlet fever, 753 of diphtheria, and 953 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever 
181 cases, against 190, 174, and 203; of diphtheria, 85 cases, 
against 62, 74, and 72; and of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 
6, 8, and 11. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County daring the week ended June 4th, 1910. |

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3575 births and 1412 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 206 and 
277 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” + deaths from 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 6 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°69 inches, and that of the Thermometer 62°2, the latter being 
4°-0 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was North-easterly, the horizontal move- 
ment of the air being 19 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 284 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0-44 of an inch. /

SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT Towns.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREa'r 
TOWNS of England and Wales corresponded toan annual rate of 11°] 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated} at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 12°7, 11°38, and 11-4. Table 1 of thig 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were:—from all causes, 16°4 in Liverpool, 16°6 in 
Tynemouth, 16°7 in Rochdale, 16°83 in Nottingham, 16-9 in Stockport, 
17-0 in Merthyr Tydfil, 19°6 in Newport (Mon.), and 20-1 in Swansea ; 
from measles, 1:2 in Bradford, 1-4 in Liverpool, 1°6 in Barrow in 
Furness, and 2:0 in Merthyr Tydfil; from whooping-cough, 1:5 in 
Stockport and in Bootle, 2°0 in Gateshead, and 2°6 in Newport (Mon); 
and from diarrhea, 1:2 in Gateshead. No death from small-pox i,

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causes, which had been 11'8, 11:6, and 10°5 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, was 10°6 last week. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 11:1 per 1000, being 
1°6 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 993 deaths included 47 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 
7 from diphtheria, 32 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 
and 23 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia: thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 113 deaths were referred, being 2 above the corrected 
average number in the twenty-fourth week of the preceding five 

ears. 

Z The deaths from measles, which had been 90, 51, and 47 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 47 last week, and were equal to 
the corrected average; 9 deaths belonged to the Borough of South- 
wark, 7 to Hackney, 9 to Lambeth, 4 to Bermondsey, and 3 each to 
Stepney and to Poplar. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 3, 6, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, 
and were 8 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 2, 5, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to 7 last week, the corrected average being 8. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 36, 29, and 23 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 32 last week, and were 4 above the corrected 
average; 7 deaths belonged to St. Pancras, 6 to Battersea, and 3 each 
to Southwark and to Camberwell. One death from enteric fever 
was registered, as compared with 2, 1, and 3 in the preceding three 
weeks, the corrected average being 2. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 15, 21, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 
93 last week, and were 8 above the corrected average. Of the 23 
deaths from diarrhoea 16 were those of children under 2 years of 
age; 1 other death at this age was certified as due to gastro- 
enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 9, 
having been 4, 4, and 3 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 48 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Eleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, two to burns cr scalds, four to drowning, and three, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. One death 
occurred while under an anasthetic administered for surgical 
purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1363 cases 
of scarlet fever, 729 of diphtheria, and 54 of enteric fever 
under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3) 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever 
166 cases, against 174, 203, and 181; of diphtheria, 76 cases, 
against 74, 72, and 85; and of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 
8, lil, and 6. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended June 11th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3764 births and 1365 deaths were registered.

In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 2 deaths from 
measles, 3 from diphtheria, and 9 from whooping-cough were

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30°01 inches, and that of the Thermometer 58°:8, the latter being 
O*1 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the 
air being 13 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 952°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0-01 of

SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded toan annual rate of 11:2 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated tf at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 11°8, 11°4, and 11:1. Table 1 of thig 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were:—from all causes, 151 in Middlesbrough, 
15°7 in South Shields, 15°9 in Oldham, 16:0 in Liverpool, 16-4 in 
Wallasey, 17:2 in Ipswich, and 19-0 in Merthyr Tydfil; from 
measles, 1:7 in South Shields; from whooping-cough, 1:5 in Man- 
chester and in Salford, 2:2 in South Shields, 2°5 in Stockport, and 
2°8 in Tynemouth ; and from diarrhea, 2°9 in West Bromwich. 
No death from small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-seven 


towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2260 BIRTHS and 983 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 235 and 
the deaths 150 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all

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causes, which had been 11°6, 10°5, and 10°6 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, was 105 last week. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°8 per 1000, being 


1:7 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 


the five years 1905-9. 
The 983 deaths included 35 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 


2 from diphtheria, 25 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 

1 from ill-defined pyrexia, and 11 from diarrhoea; but not one 

death from small-pox or from typhus; thus, to these diseases in 

the aggregate 78 deaths were referred, being 28 below the corrected 

average number in the twenty-fifth week of the preceding five 

ears. ; 

‘ The deaths from measles, which had been 51, 47, and 47 in the 

preceding three weeks, fell to 35 last week, and were 10 below 

the corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to the. Borough of South- 

wark, 6 to Camberwell, 4 to Hackney, and 3 each to Fulham and. to- 
Stepney. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 5, and 

3 in the preceding three weeks, were again 3 last week, and were 6 

below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which 

had been 5, 5, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 2 last 

week, and were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 29, 23, and 32 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 25 last week, the corrected average being 24; 

3 deaths belonged to St. Pancras, and 3 to Stepney. One death from 
enteric fever was registered last week, as compared with 1, 3, and 1 
in the preceding three weeks, the corrected average being 3. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 21, 8, and 23 in the preced- 
ing three weeks, were 11 last week, and were 6 below the corrected 
average. Of the 11 deaths from diarrhoea 8 were those of children | 
under 2 years of age; 9 other deaths at this age was certified as 
due to enteritis and 5 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 2, having been 4, 3, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 49 deaths, 11 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 38 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, four to burns cr scalds, eight to drowning, and four, of 
infents under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Three deaths 
occurred while under anaesthetics administered for surgical 


purposes. 
CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 
According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 


from the London Fever Hospital there were dt cases of small-pox, 
1353 of scarlet fever, 711 of diphtheria, and 48 of enteric fever 


under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 


The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of small-pox, 3f cases, 


against 0, 0, and 0; of scarlet fever 187 cases, against 203, 181, and — 


166; of diphtheria, 84 cases, against 72, 85, and 76; and of 
enteric fever, 7 cases, against 11,6, and 9. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative 
County. of London shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease 


that were notified in the County daring the week ended June 15th, ~ 


1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3516 births and 1403 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 432 and 
204 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 4 deaths from 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 9 from whooping-cough, and 4 from 
diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°69 inches, and .that of the Thermometer 623, the latter being 1°7 
above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 4 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 52°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°11 inches.

SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
TowNs of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 11:0 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated ft at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 11°4, 11:1, and 11°2. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 16°0 in Liverpool, 161 in 
Middlesbrough, 16°2 in St. Helens, 17-1 in Huddersfield, 18-1 in 
Oldham, 19-2 in Warrington, and 21:3 in Tynemouth ; from measles, 
1:2 in Liverpool, 1:7 in Preston, 1:8 in Oldham, 2°0 in Merthyr Tydfil, 
and 3°3 in Barrow in Furness ; from whooping-cough, 1:1 in Man- 
chester, 1:4 in Ipswich, 1°5 in Stockport and in Bootle, and 2-1 in 
Warrington ; and from diarrhea, 21 in Grimsby. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-seven towns.

In LONDON 2329 BIRTHS and 964 DEATHS were registered, 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 119 and 
the deaths 121 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all

The 964 deaths included 32 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 
5 from diphtheria, 21 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 14 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia ; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 76 deaths were referred, being 29 below-the corrected 
average number in the twenty-sixth week of the preceding five 
ears. 

: The deaths from measles, which had been 47, 47, and 35 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 32 last week, and were 10 below 
the corrected average ;,7 deaths belonged to the Borough of South- 
- wark; and-3=each to Hackney, Stepney, ‘Bermondsey, and Camber- 
well. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 5, 3, and 3 
_in the.preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were 6 
below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 5,7, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 5 last 
week, and were 4 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 23, 32, and 25 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 21 last week, the corrected average being 24; 
4 deaths belonged to Southwark, and 3 to Hackney. Two deaths from 
enteric fever were registered last week, as compared with 3, 1, and 1 
in the preceding three weeks, the corrected average being 3. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 8, 23, and 11 in the preced- 
ing three weeks, were 14 last week, and were 5 below the corrected 
average. Of the 14 deaths from diarrhoea 9 were those of children 
under 2 years of age; 9 other deaths at this age was certified as 
due to enteritis and 4 to gastro-enteritis. One death was attributed 
directly to influenza, as compared with 3, 5, 2 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 55 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 45 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. . Six of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, three to a conflagration, three to burns or scalds, six to 
drowning, and two, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation 
in bed. Two deaths occurred while under anasthetics administered 
for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.”* 
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According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of small-pox, 
1378 cases of scarlet fever, 674 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 47 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3)...The admissions during the week, as compared 
with ,those.:inithe preceding three weeks, were as follows:— 
Of scarlet..fever. 183 cases, against 181, 166, and 187; of diphtheria, 7

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3550 births and 1379 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 309 and 
165 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 5 deaths from 
measles, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping-cough, and 3 from 
diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°47 inches, and that of the Thermometer 56*5, the latter being 5°0 
below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was West-south-westerly, the horizontal move- 
ment of the air being 62 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 33°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
1:00 inch.

SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 11:0 
er 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 11°1, 11:2, and 11:0. Table 1 of thig 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rateg 
per 1000 living were :—from al/ causes, 15°) in Rhondda, 15-1 in 
St. Helens, 15:2 in Burton on Trent, 15°6 in Rochdale and in Middles- 
prough, 17:1 in Huddersfield, 17°7 in Oldham, 18°3 in Dewsbury, 
18:9 in Stockport, and 20°6 in Swansea; from measles, 1:3 in 
Sunderland, and 1°6 in Barrow in Furness ; from diphtheria, 2°8 in 
Burton on Trent ; from whooping-cough, 1:2 in Portsmouth, in Man- 
chester, and. in Rochdale, 1°3 in South Shields, 14 in Oldham, and 1°6 
in Tottenham and in Gateshead ; and from diarrhea, 1:5 in Burnley 
and 3°3 in Merthyr Tydfil. No death from small-pox was registered 


in any of the seventy-seven towns.

weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 10°6, 10:5, and 10:3 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose last week to 10°7.. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°5 per 1000, being 
1:5 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 997 deaths included 37 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 
3 from diphtheria, 23 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 17 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia ; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 90 deaths were referred, being 11 below the corrected 
average number in the twenty-seventh week of the preceding five 
years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 47, 35, and 32 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 37 last week, and were 3 above 
the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Shore- 
ditch, 4 to Southwark, and 3 each to Poplar, Bermondsey, and Cam- 
berwell. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 3, and 2 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to & last week, but were 4 
below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 7, 2, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last 
week, and were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 32, 25, and 21 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 23 last week, and were 3 above the corrected 
average ; 3 deaths belonged to Camberwell. The deaths from enteric 
fever, which had been 1, 1, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 2 last week, the corrected average being 4. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 23, 11, and 14 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 17 last week, and were 6 below the corrected average. 
Of the 17 deaths from diarrhoea, 15 were those of children under 
5 years of age; 7 other deaths at this age was certified as due to 
enteritis and 3 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to 
influenza numbered 4, having been 5, 2, and 1 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 53 deaths, 14 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 39 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, four to burns or scalds, five to drowning, and eight, of infants 
under one year of age, tosuffocation in bed. Three deaths occurred 
while under anesthetics administered for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 3 cases of small-pox, 
1439 cases of scarlet fever, 628 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 49 


of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday — 


last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows:— 
Of small-pox, 2 cases, against 0, 2, and 0; of scarlet fever, 188 cases, 
against 166, 187, and 183; of diphtheria, 73 cases, against 76, 84, 
and 85; and of enteric fever, 49 cases, against 9,7, and 9. Table 10, 
compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the 
Administrative County of London shows the number of cases of 
Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the week 
ended July 2nd, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3529 births and 1397 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 317 and 
143 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years.

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causes, which had been 10°5, 103, and 10°7 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose last week to 1l‘l. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°7 per 1000, being 
0° per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 


the five years 1905-9. 
The 1036 deaths included 31 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 
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7 from diphtheria, 19 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 


and 14 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia ; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 76 deaths were referred, being 18 below the corrected 
average number in the twenty-eighth week of the preceding five 
years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 35, 32, and 37 in the — 
preceding three weeks, fell to 31 last week, the corrected average 
being 30; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 4 to 
Bermondsey, and 3 to St. Pancras. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 3, 2, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, were 4 
last week, and were 3 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 2, 5, and 3 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 7 last week, and were equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from whogping-cough, which had been 205 ads 
and 23 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 19 last week, and were 
equal to the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to Stepney. One 
death from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared with 
1, 2, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, the corrected average 
being 3. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 11, 14, and 17 
in the preceding three weeks, were 14 last week, and were 15 below 
the corrected average. Of the 14 deaths from diarrhoea, 13 were 
those of children under 2 years of age; 2 other deaths at this age 


was certified as due to enteritis and 4 to gastro-enteritis. The 


deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 
2, 1, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 38 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Hight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the | 
streets, two to burns or scalds, eight to drowning, and six, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Two deaths occurred — 
while under anzsthetics administered for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 3 cases of small-pox, . 
1530 cases of scarlet fever, 646 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 50 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared — 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows:— 
Of scarlet fever, 249 cases, against 187, 183, and 188; of diphtheria, 
90 cases, against 84, 85, and 73; and of enteric fever, 10 cases, 
against 7, 9, and 5. ‘Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended July 9th, 1910. 





* The figures represent persons notified as suffering from the several specified 
forms of infectious diseases ; but in some of the cases the diagnosis is afterwards 
found to have been erroneous. 
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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3554 births and 1451 deaths were registeréd. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 259 and 
61 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 2 deaths from 
diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, and 3 from diarrhoea were 
registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°36 inches, and that of the Thermometer 577-9, the latter being 5°1 
below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was North-easterly, the horizontal move- 
ment of the air being 22 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 34°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0-01 of an inch.

SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
TowNs of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 11°] 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 11°0, 11:0, and 11°4. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 145 in Birkenhead, 14:6 in 
Middlesbrough, 14:7 in Coventry, 14°9 in Preston, 15:1 in Bolton, 15-7 in 
Tynemouth, 15-9 in Wigan, 17-7 in Liverpool, 20°5 in Barrow in Furness, 
and 22°3 in Stockton on Tees ; from measles, 1°4 in Oldham and 2°5 in 
Barrow in Furness; from whooping-cough, 1-4 in Halifax, 1:7 in 
Birkenhead and in Salford, and 1°8 in Oldham and in Tynemouth : 
and from diarrhea, 1°5 in Rhondda and 17 in Wigan. No death 
from small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-seven towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2175 BIRTHS and 962 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 226 and 
the deaths 93 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. ‘The annual death-rate from all 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Work- 
houses, Hospitals, and Lunatic Asylums situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the West Ham 
Workhouse at Hackney, the London Fever Hospital, the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals and Asylums, and the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum within 
the County of London.

ceding three weeks, was 103 last week. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°6 per 1000, being 
0:7 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 962 deaths included 36 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 
8 from diphtheria, 27 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 18 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia ; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 96 deaths were referred, being 24 below the corrected 
average number in the twenty-ninth week of the preceding five 
years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 32, 37, and 31 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 36 last week, and were 4 above the 
corrected average ; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Camberwell, 
4. to St. Pancras, and 3 each to Kensington and Stepney. The deaths 


from scarlet fever, which had been 2, 8, and 4 in the preceding — 


three weeks, were 5 last week, and were 5 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 9, 3, anda 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 8 last week, the corrected 
average being 9. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
21, 23, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 27 last week, 
and were 4 above the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to 
St. Pancras and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from enteric fever, which 
had been 2, 2, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, 
the corrected average being 4. The deaths from diarrhea, which 
had been 14, 17, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 18 last 
week, but were 26 below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged 
to Paddington. Of the 18 deaths from diarrhoea, 15 were those 
of children under 2 years of age; 3 other deaths at this age were 
certified as due to enteritis and 3 to gastro-enteritis. No death 
was attributed directly to influenza last week, the numbers having 


been 1, 4, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. : 


Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 44 deaths, 13 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 30 were attributed. 
to accident or negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to 


vehicles in the streets, two to burns or scalds, four to drowning, and » 


three, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Three 
deaths occurred while under anaxsthetics administered for surgical 
purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 3 cases of small-pox, 
1548 cases of scarlet fever, 626 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 50 
of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows:— 
Of scarlet fever, 173 cases, against-183, 188, and 249; of diphtheria, 
84 cases, against 85, 73, and 90; and of enteric fever, 7 cases, 
against 9, 5, and 10. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the 
Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of London 
shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended July 16th, 1910. 


* The figures represent persons notified as suffering from the several specified 
forms of infectious diseases ; but in some of the cases the diagnosis is afterwards 
found to have been erroneous. 
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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3469 births and 1357 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 319 and 
149 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 1 death from 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhwa were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°66 inches, and that of the Thermometer 59*2, the latter being 4°-0 
below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 43 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 


in the week was 17°6 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
1°22 inches.

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SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
TowNS of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 11:3 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 11:0, 11:4, and 11°1. Tohle 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 16°0 in Liverpool, 16:7 in 
Bury, 17:1 in Salford, 17°5 in Norwich, 17-7 in Bootle, 18°5 in 
Swansea, 18°7 in Huddersfield, and 19:0 in Middlesbrough ; from 
measles, 10 in Nottingham, 1*1 in Liverpool, 1°3 in Merthyr Tydfil, 
and 3°3 in Barrow in Furness; from whooping-cough, 1°7 in Salford 
and 1:9 in Burnley; and from diarrhea, 1d in Rhondda, 1-7 in 
Wigan, 2°1 in Birkenhead, 2°6 in Walsall, and 3°0 in Bootle. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-seven 


towns.

In LONDON 2429 BIRTHS and 957 DEATHS were registered.

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causes, which had been 10:7, 11:1, and 10°3 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, fell last week to 10°2. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°6 per 1000, being 
0-9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 957 deaths included 23 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 
4 from diphtheria, 14 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 
and 12 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia ; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 59 deaths were referred, being 86 below the corrected 
average number in the thirtieth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 37, 31, and_ 36 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 23 last week, and were 4 below the 
corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of St. Pancras, 
and 4 to Camberwell. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 


been 8, 4, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 2 last week, - 
and were 8 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 


which had been 3, 7, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, were 
4 last week, and were 7 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 23, 19, and 2/ in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, fell to 14 last week, and were 8 below the 
corrected average The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 
9, 1, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 4 last week, 
the corrected average being 3. The deaths from diarrhea, which 
had been 17, 14, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 12 last 
week, and were 60 below the corrected average Of the 12 deaths 
from diarrhoea, 9 were those of children under 2 years of age; 
8 other deaths at this age were certified as due to enteritis and 
3 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 2, having been 4, 4, and 0 in the preceding three weeks. 
Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 48 deaths, 14 were cases of 
suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Six of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, three to burns or scalds, and 1, of an infant 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Four deaths occurred 
while under anasthetics administered for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of small-pox, 
1563 cases of scarlet fever, 619 of diphtheria, and 46 of enteric 
fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 179 
cases, against 188, 249, and 173; of diphtheria, 100 cases, against 
73, 90, and 84; and of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 9, 10, and 
7. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of 
Health of the Administrative County of London shows the number 
of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County 
during the week ended July 23rd, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3780 births and 1305 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 49 and 
278 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 1 death from 
measles, 3 from diphtheria, 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric 
fever and 2 from diarrhea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°61 inches, and that of the Thermometer 58°8, the latter being 3°7 
below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 41 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 29°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0°35 of an inch.

and 17-0 in Merthyr Tydfil; from measies, 1°4 in Oldham and 4:9 in 
Barrow in Furness; and from diarrhea, 15 in Middlesbrough, 
1'8 in Aston Manor, and 1°9 in Burnley.

The 956.deaths included 30 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 
8 from diphtheria, 18 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 23 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia ; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 86 deaths were referred, being 102 below the corrected 
average number in the thirty-first week of the preceding five years. | 

The deaths from measles, which had been 31, 36, and 23 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 30 last week, and were 4 above the 
corrected average ; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey, 
5 each to St. Pancras and to Southwark, and 3 each to Shoreditch 
and to Stepney. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been) ' 
4,5, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, and 
were 4 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 7, 8, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were 
8 last week, and were 2 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 19, 27, and 14 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were 18 last. week, the corrected average 
being 19; 3 deaths belonged to St. Pancras. The deaths from 
enteric fever, which had been 1, 2, and .4 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 2 last week, the corrected average being 3. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 14, 18, and 12 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 23 last week, but were 98 below the corrected 
average ; 4 deaths belonged to Fulham and 4 to Stepney, Of the — 
23 deaths from diarrhoea, 20 were those of children under 2 years of 
age; 5 other deaths at this age were certified as due to enteritis 
and 5 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 4, having been 4, 0, and 2 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all of | 
which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 11 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 38 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Ten of these latter were referred to- 
vehicles in the streets, two to burns or scalds, five to drowning and 
6, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Two. 
deaths occurred while under anxsthetics administered for surgical 
purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of small-pox, 
1523 cases of scarlet fever, 584 of diphtheria, and 46 of enteric 
fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 165 
cases, against 249, 173, and 179; of diphtheria, 64 cases, against 
90, 84, and 100; and of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 10, 7, and 
4. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of 
Health of the Administrative County of London shows the number 
of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County 
daring the week ended July 30th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2935 births and 1357 deaths were registered.

In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 3 deaths from 
diphtheria, 1 from whooping-cough, and 2 from’ diarrhea were

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SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.” 





The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 11:1 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated} at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 11°1, 11°3, and 10°7. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 16°2 in Rhondda, 16-4 in 
Swansea, 16°5 in Great Yarmouth and in Wigan, 17°8 in Sunderland, 
‘ 18°8 in Barrow in Furness, 20°3 in Tynemouth, and 20°7 in Bootle ; 
, from measles, 1:0 in Leeds, 1*1 in Oldham, 1°3 in Sunderland, 1:8 in 
Tynemouth, and 4:1 in Barrow in Furness; from scarlet fever, 
1:1 in Rhondda; from whooping-cough, 2°8 in Tynemouth ; and from 
diarrhea, 1°6 in St. Helens and in Gateshead, 2:1 in Warrington, 
9-4 in Burnley and in Middlesbrough, 2°6 in Rhondda, 3°4 in Wigan, 
and 4:4 in Bootle. No death from small-pox was registered in any 
of the seventy-seven towns. 





















LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2368 BIRTHS and 962 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 154 above and 
the deaths 303 below the average numbers in the corresponding 















* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Work- 
houses, Hospitals, and Lunatic Asylums situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the West Ham 
Workhouse at Hackney, the London Fever Hospital, the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals and Asylums, and the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum within 
the County of London, As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring, 
The figures relating to the seventy-six other great towns have been corrected by 
distribution of all deaths in public institutions. 
+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the 
results of the Census of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 10:3, 10:2, and 10:2 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, was 10:3 last week. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°3 per 1000, being 
2:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. - 

The 962 deaths included 28 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 
6 from diphtheria, 19 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 
and 26 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 84 deaths were referred, being 160 below the corrected 
average number in the thirty-second week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 36, 23, and 30 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 28 last week, and were the same as the 
corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 
4 to Bermondsey, and 3 each to St. Pancras, Bethnal Green, 
and Camberwell. One death from scarlet fever was registered, 
as compared with 5, 2, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, the 
corrected average being 12. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 8, 4, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, were 6 last 
week, and were 4 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 27, 14, and 18 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 19 last week, the corrected average being 20; 
3 deaths belonged to Kensington. The deaths from enteric fever, 
which had been 2, 4, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, were 
4 last week, and were equal to the corrected average. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 18, 12, and 23 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 26 last week, but were 143 below the corrected 
average ; 4 deaths belonged to Poplar, and 3 each to Bethnal Green 
and Stepney. Of the 26 deaths from diarrhoea, 23 were those of 
children under 2 years of age; 8 other deaths at this age were 
certified as due to enteritis and 3 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths 
attributed. directly to influenza numbered 3, having been 0, 2, and 4: 
in the preceding three weeks. ; 

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 43 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Eleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, and 2, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation 


- in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASEH.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 1490 cases of scarlet, 
fever, 584 of diphtheria, and 46 of enteric fever under treatment 
in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions 
during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three 
weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 163 cases, against 173, 
179, and 165; of diphtheria, 80 cases, against 84, 100, and 64; and 
of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 7, 4, and 7. Table 10, compiled 
and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administra- 
tive County of London shows the number of cases of Infectious 
Disease that were notified in the County daring the week ended 
August 6th, 1910, . 


* The figures represent persons notified as suffering from the several specified 
forms of infectious diseases; but in some of the cases the diagnosis is afterwards 
found to have been erroneous, 
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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3778 births and 1362 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 302 above and. 
453 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 1 death from 


measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, and 3 from’ 


diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY, 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°83 inches, and that of the Thermometer 60%7, the latter being 1°6 
below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was Variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 18 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 27°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0:18 of an inch.

The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 10:2, 10:2, and 10:3 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, was 10°2 last week. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°2 per 1000, being 
2°9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 952 deaths included. 27 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 
6 from diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 
and 37 from diarrhcea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in | 
the aggregate 88 deaths were referred, being 209 below the corrected 
average number in the thirty-third week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 23, 30, and 28 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 27 last week, the corrected average 
being 28; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough of St. Pancras, 5 to 
Southwark, and 3 each to Bermondsey and Lambeth. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 2, 5, and 1 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 4 last week, and were 5 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 4, 8 and € in 
the preceding three weeks, were again 6 last week, and were 5 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 14, 18, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 13 
last week, and were 6 below the corrected average. One death 
from enteric fever was registered last week, as compared with 
4, 2, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, the corrected average 
being 4, The deaths from diarrhwa, which had been 12, 23, and 
26 in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 3/7 last week, but 
were 190 below the corrected average; 6 deaths belonged to 
Stepney, 4 to Bermondsey, and 3 each to Fulham and Poplar. 
Of the 37 deaths from diarrhoea, 28 were those of children under 
2 years of age; 5 other deaths at this age were certified as due 
to enteritis and 7 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly 
to influenza numbered 5, having been 2, 4, and 3 in the preceding 
three weeks. 


Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 48 deaths, 14 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, 5 to drowning, and 5, of infants under one year of age, 
to suffocation in bed. One death occurred while under an anesthetic 
administered for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 1423 cases of scarlet 
fever, 591 of diphtheria, and 52 of enteric fever under treatment 
in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions 
during the week, as compared with those in the preceding three 
weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 143 cases, against 179, 
165, and 163; of diphtheria, 77 cases, against 100, 64, and 80; and 
of enteric fever, 19 cases, against 4, 7, and 7. Table 10, compiled — 
and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administra- 
tive County of London shows the number of cases of Infectious 
Disease that were notified in the County daring the week ended 
August 13th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3639 births and 1350 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 337 and 
561 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 1 death from 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 5 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 9 from diarrhea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°79 inches, and that of the Thermometer 62°7, the latter being 0°6 
above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 40 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
-in the week was 52°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0:19 of an inch,

The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 10:2, 10°3, and 10:2 per 1000 in the pre- - 
ceding three weeks, rose last week to 10°8. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°4 per 1000, being 
3°6 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1009 deaths included 35 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 
10 from diphtheria, 11 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 
and 65 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from — 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 125 deaths were referred, being 201 below the corrected 
average number in the thirty-fourth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 30, 28, and 27 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 35 last week, and were 15 above the 
corrected average ; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey, 
6 each to Stepney and Southwark, and 5 to St. Pancras. The deaths. 
from scarlet fever, which had been 5, 1, and 4 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 3 last week, the corrected average being 8. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 8, 6, and 6 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 10 last week, the corrected 
average being 11 ; 2 deaths belonged to Bethnal Green. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 18, 19, and 13 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, fell to 11 last week, and were 6 below the 
corrected average. One death from enteric fever was registered 
last week, as compared with 2, 4, and 1 in the preceding three 
weeks, the corrected average being 4. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 23, 26, and 37 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose to 65 last week, but were 201 below the corrected 
average ; 8 deaths belonged to Stepney, 7 to Poplar, and 6 each to 
Islington and Southwark. Of the 65 deaths from diarrhoea, 55 were 
those of children under 2 years of age; 12 other deaths at this 
age were certified as due to enteriéis and 15 to gastro-enteritis. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 
4,3, and 5 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 34 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 34 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 26 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Three of these latter were referred to vehicles in © 
the streets, 6 to drowning, and 3, of infants under one year of age, 
to suffocation in bed. 














CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 1447 cases of scarlet 
fever, 578 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 59 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 159 cases, 
against 165, 163, and 143; of diphtheria, 76 cases, against 64, 80, 
and 77; and of enteric fever, 15 cases, against 7, 7,and 18. Table 10, 
compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the 
Administrative County of London shows the number of cases of 
Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended August 20th, 1910.

; The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 12:1 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimatedf at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 11:1, 11°5, and 12:1. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 17:0 in Burnley, 17:3 in 

: Dewsbury, 17°5 in Stockton on Tees, 17°8 in Brighton, 19-2 in Hull, 

: 19-7 in Preston, 20°4 in Grimsby and in Sunderland, 24°7 in Birken- 

head, and 25°0 in Tynemouth ; from measles, 2°9 in Oldham ; from 
whooping-cough, 1°6 in Rotherham and in Gateshead, and 2:1 in 
Grimsby ; and from diarrhea, 43 in Wallasey, 4:6 in Walsall, 
51 in Wigan, 5:2 in Preston, 5°3 in Burnley, 29 in Bootle, 6°3 in 
Hull, and 6:4 in Birkenhead. Nodeath from small-pox was registered 
in any of the seventy-seven towns.

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weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 10°3, 10°2, and 10°8 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, was again 10°8 last week. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°5 per 1000, being 
3°9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1005 deaths included 23 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 
5 from diphtheria, 8 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, 
and 96 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia ; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 140 deaths were referred, being 176 below the corrected. 
average number in the thirty-fifth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 28, 27, and 35 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 23 last week, but were 4 above the 
corrected average; 5 deaths belonged tothe Borough of St. Pancras, 
4 to Stepney, and 3 each to Bermondsey and to Camberwell. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 1, 4, and 3 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose to 5 last week, but were 5 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
6, 6, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 5 last week, and 
were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 19, 18, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell to 8 last week, and were 12 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4,1, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, the corrected average 
being 4. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 26, 37, and 
G65 in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 96 last week, but 
were 157 below the corrected average; 10 deaths belonged to 
Bermondsey, 10 to Lambeth, 9 to Deptford, 8 each to Stepney and to 
Battersea, 7 to Poplar, and 6 to Southwark. Of the 96 deaths from 
diarrhea, 89 were those of children under 2 years of age; 14 other 
deaths at this age were certified as due to enteritis, and 11 to 
gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 3, having been 3, 5, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 43 deaths, 12 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 31 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, four to drowning, and five, of infants under one year of 
age, to suffocation in bed. One death occurred while under an 
anesthetic administered for surgical purposes. ; 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 1455 cases of scarlet 
fever, 592 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 60 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). * Che 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 183 cases, 
against 163, 143, and 159; of diphtheria, 88 cases, against 80, 77, 
and 76 ; and of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 7, 18,and15. Table 10, 
compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the

nclude deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Work- 
houses, Hospitals, and Lunatic Asylums situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the West Ham 
Workhouse at Hackney, the London Fever Hospital, the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals and Asylums, and the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum within 
the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring, 
The figures relating to the seventy-six other great towns have been corrected by 
distribution of all deaths in public institutions. 
The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the 
results of the Census of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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causes, which had been 10:2, 10:3, and 10°8 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, was again 10°8 last week. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°7 per 1000, being 
3-9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. ; 

The 1009 deaths included 21 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 
10 from diphtheria, 12 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, 
1 from ill-defined pyrexia, and 94 from diarrhea; but not one 
death from small-pox or from typhus; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 143 deaths were referred, being 166 below the corrected 
average number in the thirty-sixth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 27, 35, and 23 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 21 last week, but were 5 above the 
corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of St. Pancras, 
and 3 each to Shoreditch, Bermondsey, and Lambeth. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 3, and 5 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were 7 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
6,10, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were 10 last week, being 
equal to the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 13, 11, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 12 last week, but were 6 below the corrected average ; 
3 deaths belonged to Bermondsey. The deaths from enteric fever, 
which had been 1, 1, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 3 last week, the corrected average being 5. ‘The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 37, 65, and 96 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 94 last week, but were 158 below the corrected 
average; 8 deaths belonged to Stepney, 8 to Deptford, 7 each to 
Shoreditch and to Poplar, 6 each to Southwark and to Lambeth, and 
5 each to Islington and to Bethnal Green. Of the 94 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 89 were those of children under 2 years of age ; 16 other 
deaths at this age were certified as due to enteritis, and 18 to 
gastro-enteriiis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 5, having been 5, 4, and 3 in the preceding three weeks. 
The death of a house-decorator, aged 59 years, was certified as due to 
chronic-lead-potsoning. 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, concerning all but 
1 of which inquests were held. Of these 53 deaths, 9 were cases of 


suicide, while the remaining 44 were attributed to accident or 


negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, twelve to burns or scalds, three to drowning, and four, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the ‘Metropolitan ‘Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 1462 cases of scarlet 
fever, 630 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 79 of enteric fever under 


treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The > 


admissions during the week, as compared with those. in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 183 cases, 
against 143, 159, and 183; of diphtheria, 112 cases, against 77, 76, 
and 88 ; and of enteric fever, 30 cases, against 18, 15,and 10, Table 10, 
compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the 
Administrative County of London shows the number of cases of 
Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended September 3rd, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3324 births and 1405 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 295 and 
613 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 3 deaths from 
diphtheria, 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 14 
from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30°06 inches, and that of the Thermometer 54°7, the latter being 4°°2 
below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was Northerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 4 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 15°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
002 of an inch.

The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 12°6

three weeks the rates had been 12*1, 12:1, and 11°7. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 17:0 in Birkenhead, 17:1 in 
Preston, 17°5 in Grimsby and in Hull, 17°6 in Stoke on Trent, 
17:7 in Bootle, 18°5 in Liverpool, 21°9 in Middlesbrough, and 23:1 in 
Tynemouth ; from measles, 2°5 in Barrow in Furness; from 
h, 1:2 in Kings Norton, 13 in Coventry, and 1:9 in 
Great Yarmouth ; from enteric fever, 1:1 in St. Helens; and from 
diarrhea, 3°0 in Rhondda, 3°3 in Sheffield, 3°5 in South Shields, 
2.9 in Stockton on Tees, 4°4 in Bury, 5:2 in Bootle, 5°6 in Hull, and 
7-2 in Middlesbrough. No death from smali-pox was registered in 


any of the seventy-seven towns.

In LONDON 2050 BIRTHS and 1140 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 321 and 
the deaths 136 below the average numbers in the corresponding 


* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Work- 
houses, Hospitals, and Lunatic Asylums situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the West Ham 
Workhouse at Hackney, the London Fever Hospital, the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals and Asylums, and the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum within 
the County of London, As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring. 
The figures relating to the seventy-six other great towns have been corrected by 
distribution of all deaths in public institutions. 

The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the 
results of the Census of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 10°8 per 1000 in each of the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose last week to 12:2. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 11°2 per 1000, being 
3°3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1140 deaths included 27 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 
5 from diphtheria, 15 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 
and 104 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 161 deaths were referred, being 81 below the corrected 
average number in the thirty-seventh week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 35, 23, and 21 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 27 last week, and were 20 above the 
corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of St. Pancras, 
4. to Southwark, 3 to Chelsea, and 3 to Islington. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 3, 5, and 2 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 4 last week, and were 3 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 10, 5, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 5 last week, and were » below 
the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 11, 8, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 
15 last week, but were 3 below the corrected average ; 3 deaths 
belonged to Lewisham. The deaths from enteric fever, which had 
been 1, 3, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, further rose 
to 6 last week, the corrected average being 95. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 65, 96, and 94 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 104 last week, but were 92 below the corrected 
average; 13 deaths belonged to Stepney, 11 to Poplar, 11 to 
Lambeth, and 10 each to Southwark, Bermondsey, and Deptford. 
Of the 104 deaths from diarrhoea, 95 were those of children under 
2 years of age; 20 other deaths at this age were certified as due 
to enteritis, and 20 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 4, 3, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 38 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 38 deaths, 12 were cases of 
suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 24 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Five of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, three to drowning, and one, of an 
infant under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 1509 cases of scarlet 
fever, 672 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 102 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 201 cases, 
against 159, 183, and 183; of diphtheria, 104 cases, against 76, 88, 
and 112; and of enteric fever, 33 cases, against 15, 10, and 30. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended September 10th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3213 births and 1548 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 558 and 
315 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 1 death from 
measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping- 
cough, and 17 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30:05 inches, and that of the Thermometer 561, the latter being 1°°6 
below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was North-north-easterly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 11 per cent. above the week’s average 
in the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 21:2 hours; the measured rainfall 
amounted to 0°66 of an inch.

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SHVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.” 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13:0 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 12:1, 11-7, and 12°6. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 18:0 in Middlesbrough, 
18:2 in Liverpool, 18-4 in Great Yarmouth, 18:5 in Bootle, 19°4 in 
9+ Helens and in Halifax, 20°3 in Oldham, 20-4 in Dewsbury, and 
99-7 in Swansea; from measles, 1-4 in Oldham and 2°8 in Tynemouth ; 
from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Walsall and 1-1 in Huddersfield ; from 
diphtheria, 1°2 in Kings Norton ; from whooping-cough, 1:1 in 
Blackburn ; and from diarrhea, 3:0 in Bootle and in Sheffield, 
3-5 in Stockport and in Preston, and 3°9 in Hull and in Newport 
(Mon.) No death from small-pox was registered in any of the

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weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 10°8, 10°53, and 12:2 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, fell last week to 12:0.. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 11°5 per 1000, being 
2-7 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1118 deaths included 18 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 
9 from diphtheria, 11 from whooping-cough, 12 from enteric fever, 
and 76 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia ; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 129 deaths were referred, being 88 below the corrected 
average number in the thirty-eighth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 23, 21, and 27 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 18 last week, but were 9 above the 
corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Lambeth. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 5, 2, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and were 6 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphiheria, which had been 
5,10, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 9 last week, but 
were 6 below the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to Finsbury. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 8, 12, and 19 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 11 last week, and were 7 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from enteric fever, which had 
been 3, 3, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, further rose 
to 12 last week, and were 7 above the corrected average ; 3 deaths 
belonged to Bethnal Green. The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
been 96, 94, and 104 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 76 last 
week, and were 85 below the corrected average; 8 deaths belonged 
to Stepney, 7 to Poplar, 6 each to Shoreditch and Bermendsey, 
and 5 each to Islington and Southwark. Of the 76 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 68 were those of children under 2 years of age ; 13 other 
deaths at this age were certified as due to enterilis, and 15 to 
gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza num- 
bered 5, having been 3, 5, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 19 were cases of 


suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 30 were attributed — 
to accident or negligence. Seven of these latter were referred 


to vehicles in the streets, four to burns or scalds, two to drowning, 
and four, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 
One death occurred while under an anesthetic administered for 
surgical purposes. . 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 1560 cases of scarlet 
fever, 709 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 123 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). ‘The 


admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- . 


ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 210 cases, 
against 183, 183, and 201; of diphtheria, 105 cases, against 88, 112, 
and 104; and of enteric feyer, 33 cases, against 10, 30, and 33. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended September 17th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3287 births and 1555 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 371 and 
316 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 1 death from 
scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
enteric fever, and 13 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30°11 inches, and that of the Thermometer 53°8, the latter being 2°:2 
below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was Northerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 11 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 55:4 hours ; no rain was measured during the 
week.

WEEKLY RETURN 
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SEVENTY-SIX OTHER GREAT TOWNS. 
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SHVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13°4 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated { at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 11:7, 12°6, and 13:0. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 19°0 in Liverpool and in 
Swansea, 19°2 in Warrington, 90°4 in Dewsbury, 20°5 in Wigan and 
in Middlesbrough, 20°7 in Rochdale, and 21°6 in Newport (Mon.) ;

In LONDON 2239 BIRTHS and 1215 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 38 and 
the deaths 60 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years.

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causes, which had been 10°8, 12:2, and 12:0 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose last week to 13:0. The death-rate in 
the four weeks’ ended last Saturday averaged 12:0 per 1000, being 
1:9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. oe 

The 1215 deaths included 15 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 
10 from diphtheria, 10 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, 
and 82 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 131 deaths were referred, being 50 below the corrected 
average number in the thirty-ninth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 21, 27, and 18 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell to 15 last week, but were 9 
above the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Bermondsey, and 3 to Islington. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 2, 4, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 


4. last week, and were 7 below the corrected average. The deaths 


from diphtheria, which had been 10, 5, and 9 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 10 last week, the corrected average being 16. 
The deaths from whoaping-cough, which had been 12, 15, and 11 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 10 last week, and were 6 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from enteric fever, which had 
been 3, 6, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 10 
last week, the corrected average being 9; 3 deaths belonged to 
Islington. The deaths from diarrhea, which had. been 94, 104, and 
-76 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 82 last week, but were 


38 below the corrected average ; 8 deaths belonged to Fulham, 8 to. 


Shoreditch, 7 to Stepney, and 6 to Camberwell. Of the 82 deaths 
from diarrhoea, 75 were those of children under 2 years of age ; 
10 other deaths at this age were certified as due to enteriiis, and 
12 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 14, having been 5, 4, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 53 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 42 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Seven of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, five to drowning, and two, of infants 
under one year-of age, to suffocation in bed. Two deaths occurred 
while under anesthetics administered for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.™ 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 1653 cases of scarlet 
fever, 751 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 114 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 249 cases, 
_ against 183, 201, and 210; of diphtheria, 115 cases, against 112, 104, 
and 105; and of enteric fever, 33 cases, against 30, 33, and 33. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended September 24th, 1910. !

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3405 births and 1677 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 198 and 
142 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 4 deaths from 
diphtheria, 1 from whooping-cough, and 11 from diarrhoea were 
registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29:90 inches, and that of the Thermometer 58°'6, the latter being 3°°8 
above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was Southerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 31 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906.

The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 12°8 
er 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated { at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 12°6, 13:0, and 13°3, Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 
Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates

ceding three weeks, was 12°3 last week. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12:4 per 1000, being 
1:3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1148 deaths included 18 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 
8 from diphtheria, 10 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 
and 59 from diarrhoa; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 105 deaths were referred, being 44 below the corrected 
average number in the fortieth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 27, 18, and 15 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 15 last week, and were 10 above the 
corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 3, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and were 9 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
5, 9, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, and 
were 4 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 15, 11, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 10 last week, and were 5 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 6, 12, and 10 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 7 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
104, 76, and 82 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 59 last week, 
and were 35 below the corrected average ; 6 deaths belonged to 
Southwark, 5 to Stepney, and 4 each to St. Pancras and to Finsbury. 
Of the 59 deaths from diarrhoea, 56 were those of children under 
2 years of age; 12 other deaths at this age were certified as due to 
enteritis, and 17 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly 
to influenza numbered 6, having been 4, 5, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 66 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 66 deaths, 16 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining-50 were attributed to accident or 
negligence, Fifteen of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, two to burns, three to drowning, and eleven, including 
ten of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Five 
deaths occurred while under anesthetics administered for surgical 
purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 1706 cases of scarlet 
fever, 788 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 163 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 245 cases, 
against 201, 210, and 249; of diphtheria, 121 cases, against 104, 105, 
and 115; and of enteric fever, 31 cases, against 33, 33, and 33. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended October 1st, 1910.

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SHVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13°1 
er 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated { at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 13:0, 13°3, and 12°8, Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were -—from all causes, 17°9 in Coventry, 18-0 in 
Barrow in Furness, 18:5 in Bootle, 18:7 in Liverpool, 19-4 in Burnley, 
19°5 in Middlesbrough, 90:3 in Oldham, and 23°5 in Warrington ; 
from enteric fever, 1-1 in St, Helens, and 1:2 in Tottenham ; and 
from diarrhea, 2°2 in Hull, 9-5 in Oldham, 2°8 in Wigan, and 2°9 in 
Burnley. No death from smaill-pox was registered in any of the 


seventy-seven towns.

In LONDON 2029 BIRTHS and 1200 DEATHS were registered, 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 294 and 
the deaths 49 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all

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causes, which had been 12:0, 13:0, and 12°3 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose last week to 12°8. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12°5 per 1000, being 
1:1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1200 deaths included 17 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 
5 from diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 16 from enteric fever, 
and 73 from diarrhea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 123 deaths were referred, being 12 below the corrected 
average number in the forty-first week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 18, 15, and 18 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 17 last week, and were 7 above the 
corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Southwark. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 4, and 3 in the 
preceding. three weeks, were 5 last week, and were 9 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
9, 10, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 5 last week, and 
were § below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 11, 10, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 7 last week, and were 5 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 12, 10, and 7 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 16 last week, and were 6 above 
the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to Shoreditch and 
3 to Hackney. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
76, 82, and 59 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 73 last week, 
but were 4 below the corrected average; 6 deaths belonged to 
Fulham, 5 each to St. Pancras, Stepney, Poplar, and Camberwell, and 
4 each to Hammersmith, Hackney, Bermondsey, and Lambeth. 
Of the 73 deaths from diarrhoea, 66 were those of children under 
2 years of age; 17 other deaths at this age were certified as due to 
enteritis, and 10 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly 
to influenza numbered 6, having been 5, 14, and 6 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 15 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 42 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Ten of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, four to burns or scalds, and three, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Five deaths occurred 
while under anesthetics administered for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1745 cases of 
Scarlet fever, 835 of diphtheria, and 175 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 5) ried 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 234 cases, 
against 210, 249, and 245; of diphtheria, 138 cases, against 105, 115, 
and 121; and of enteric fever, 32 cases, against 33, 33, and 31. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended October 8th, 1910.

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SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13-0 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 13:3, 12°8, and 13:1, Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 

er 1000 living were :—from all causes, 17°7 in Bootle and in 
Rhondda, 18:0 in Burton upon Trent, 18:1 in Oldham, 19:0 in Roch-

In LONDON 2227 BIRTHS and 1176 DEATHS were registered, 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 137 and 
the deaths 51 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years.

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causes, which had been 13:0, 12:3, and 12°8 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, was 12°6 last week. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12:7 per 1000, being 
0°6 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1176 deaths included 33 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 
11 from diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 
and 69 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 133 deaths were referred, being 16 above the corrected 
average number in the forty-second week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 15, 18, and 17 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 33 last week, and were 19 above the 
corrected average ; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 
5 to Southwark, 4 to Bermondsey, and 3 each to Finsbury and to 
Lambeth. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 3, and 5 
in the preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, and were 8 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 10, 8, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 11 last week, 
the corrected average being 10; 3 deaths belonged to Southwark. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 10, 10, and 7 in 
the preceding three weeks, were again 7 last week, and were 6 
below the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to Bethnal Green. 
The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 10, 7, and 16 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 9 last week, the corrected 
average being 8. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
82, 59, and 73 in the preceding three weeks, were 69 last week, 
and were 7 above the corrected average; 9 deaths belonged to 
Bermondsey, 6 to Islington, 6 to Stepney, 5 each to Fulham 
and Lambeth, and 4 to St. Pancras. Of the 69 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 65 were those of children under 2 years of age; 
14 other deaths at this age were certified as due to enteritis, and 12 
to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 4, having been 14, 6, and 6 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 42 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, two to burns or scalds, five to drowning, and three, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. One death occurred 
while under an anzsthetic administered for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1792 cases of 
scarlet fever, 843 of diphtheria, and 179 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The | 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 231 cases, 
against 249, 245, and 234; of diphtheria, 116 cases, against 115, 121, 
and 138; and of enteric fever, 26 cases, against 33, 31, and 32. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended October 15th, 1910. 





* The figures represent persons notified as suffering from the several specified 


forms of infectious diseases ; but in some of the cases the diagnosis is afterwards 
found to have been erroneous. 
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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3513 births and 1644 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 193 and 
107 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 1 death from scarlet 
fever, 2 deaths from diphtheria, 3 from whooping-cough, and 12 
from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°71 inches, and that of the Thermometer 51°4, the latter being 2°-4 
above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 1 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 14°6 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0°63 of an inch. |

SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13:0 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated t at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 12°8, 13:1, and 13°0, Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 17°38 in Brighton, 17-9 in 
Liverpool and in Swansea, 18:7 in Stoke on Trent, 19°2 in Oldham, 
91-6 in Newport (Mon.), and 23:1 in Tynemouth ; from measles, 
15 in Stockport, 16 in Brighton, and 2°8 in Tynemouth; from 
diphtheria, 1:2 Norwich; from whooping-cough, 1-6 in Northampton ; 
and from diarrhea, 2:0 in Merthyr Tydfil and 2°1 in Warrington. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-seven towns.

In LONDON 2316 BIRTHS and 1209 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 46 and 
the deaths 66 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all

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causes, which had been 12°3, 12°8, and 12°6 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose last week to 12:9. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12°7 per 1000, being 
0:7 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1209 deaths included 44 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 
9 from diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 11 from enteric fever, 
and 41 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 114 deaths were referred, being 2 above the corrected 
average number in the forty-third week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 18, 17, and 33 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 44 last week, and were 28 above the 
corrected average ; 12 deaths belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 
8 to Islington, 6 to Bermondsey, 4 to Lambeth, and 3 to St. Pancras. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 5, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 2 last week, and were 11 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 8, 5, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, were 9 last week, and 
were 4 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 10, 7, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 7 last week, and were 3 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 7, 16, and 9 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 11 last week, and were 4 above 
the corrected average. The deaths from diarrh@a, which had been 
o9, 73, and 69 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 41 last week, 
and were 11 below the corrected average; 6 deaths belonged to 
Bermondsey, 5 each to Islington and to Stepney, and 4 to Paddington. 
Of the 41 deaths from diarrhoea, 39 were those of children under 
2 years of age; 12 other deaths at this age were certified as due 
to enteritis, and 9 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 10, having been 6, 6, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 47 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 37 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Three of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, six to burns or scalds, three to drowning, and 
five, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. One 
death occurred while under an anesthetic administered for surgical 
purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1847 cases of 
scarlet fever, 855 of diphtheria, and 170 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 221 cases, 
against 245, 234, and 231; of diphtheria, 111 cases, against 121, 138, 
and 116; and of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 31, 32, and 26. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 


of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County during the 
week ended October 22nd, 1910. 


* The figures represent persons notified as suffering from the several specified 


forms of infectious diseases ; but in some of the cases the diagnosis is afterwards 
found to have been erroneous, 





GREATER LONDON, 


In Greater London 3584 births and 1677 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 150 and 
130 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years, In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 3 deaths from measles, 
3 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 6 from diarrhcea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29-73 inches, and that of the Thermometer 512, the latter being 3°°5 
above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was Easterly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 11 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 7:3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0°30 of an inch.

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causes, which had been 12:8, 12°6, and 12:9 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose last week to 13:1. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12°9 per 1000, being 
1-1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1226 deaths included 50 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 
6 from diphtheria, 10 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 
and 395 from diarrhcea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 110 deaths were referred, being 4 below the corrected 
average number in the forty-fourth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 17, 33, and 44 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose to 50 last week, and were 30 
above the corrected average; 11 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Southwark, 6 each to Islington and to Camberwell, 4 to Finsbury, 
and 3 each to Hammersmith and to Bermondsey. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 5, 4, and 2 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 3 last week, and were 11 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 5, 11, and 9 in the | 
preceding three weeks, were 6 last week, and were 12 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 7 in each of the preceding three weeks, rose to 10 last week, 
but were 3 below the corrected average. The deaths from enteric 
Sever, which had been 16, 9, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 6 last week, and were equal to the corrected average. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 73, 69, and 41 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell to 35 last week, and were 10 
below the corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to Finsbury, and 
3 each to Stepney, Wandsworth, Deptford, and Greenwich. Of the 
30 deaths from diarrhoea, 30 were those of children under 2 years 
of age; 14 other deaths at this age were certified as due to 
enteritis, and 7 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly 
to influenza numbered 5, having been 6, 4, and 10 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 4 were cases of 
suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Eleven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, five to burns or scalds, three to drowning, and 
five, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. . 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1856 cases of 
scarlet fever, 861 of diphtheria, and 175 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 188 cases, 
against 234, 231, and 221; of diphtheria, 106 cases, against 138, 116, 
and 111; and of enteric fever, 18 cases, against 32, 26, and 13. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County during the 
week ended October 29th, 1910.

In Greater London 3366 births and 1730 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 454 and 
239 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 1 death from measles, 
3 deaths from diphtheria, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric 
fever, and 5 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°26 inches, and that of the Thermometer 42°7, the latter being 4°:0 
below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 23 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 11°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
1:03 inches.

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IHVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last: week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
TOWNS of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14°'8 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated ft at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 13:0, 13:0, and 13:1. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 19°4 in St. Helens, 19-9 in 
Rhondda, 20:2 in Stoke on Trent, 20:4 in Grimsby and in Dewsbury, 
‘91-2 in Rotherham, 21°8 in Burnley, and 25:0 in Tynemouth ; from 
measles, 1:0 in Portsmouth, Leeds, and Middlesbrough, 1:9 in West 
Hartlepool, 3°2 in Brighton, and 95°5 in Tynemouth; from diphtheria, 
1:2 in Norwich and 1°6 in Barrow in Furness; and from diarrhea, 
1'7 in Rochdale, 1:9 in Burnley, 2°3 in Rhondda, 2°5 in West Hartle- 
pool, and 2°9 in Middlesbrough. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the seventy-seven towns.

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weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 12:6, 12:9, and 13:1 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further rose last week to 15°8. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13°6 per 1000, being 
0°8 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1476 deaths included 67 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 
13 from diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 
and 29 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
_ typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 127 deaths were referred, being 21 above the corrected 
average number in the forty-fifth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 33, 44, and 50 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose to 67 last week, and were 40 
above the corrected average ; 12 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
_ Southwark, 12 to Camberwell, 9 to Islington, 7 to Bermondsey, 
4 each to St. Pancras and to Battersea, and 3 each to Hammersmith, 
Shoreditch, Stepney, and Lambeth. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 4, 2, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 3 last week, and were 10 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 11, 9, and 6 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 13 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to Bermondsey. ‘The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 7, 7, and 10 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 7 last week, and were 5 below the corrected 
average. lT'he deaths from enteric fever, which had been 9, 11, and 
6 in the preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, the corrected 
average being 7. ‘The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
69, 41, and 35 in the preceding three weeks, further fell to 29 last 
week, and were 5 below the corrected average ; 5 deaths belonged 
to Bermondsey, 4 to Southwark, and 3 each to Paddington and to 
Islington. Of the 29 deaths from diarrhoea, 25 were those of 
children under 2 years of age; 12 other deaths at this age were 
certified as due to enteritis, and 5 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 13, having been 4, 10, 
and 5 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 4] deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 41 deaths, 3 were cases of 
suicide, and 4 of homicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Two of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, eight to burns or scalds, two to drowning, and 
six, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. One 
death occurred while under an anesthetic administered for surgical 
purposes. | 7 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1882 cases of 
scarlet fever, 892 of diphtheria, and 165 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 239 cases, 
against 231, 221, and 188; of diphtheria, 121 cases, against 116, 111, 
and 106; and of enteric fever, 21 cases, against 26, 13, and 18. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended November 5th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” 2.¢., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


In Greater London 3463 births and 2004; deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 390 below and. 
86 above the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 1 death from measles, 
1 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 6 from diarrhoea 
were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
99-43 inches, and that of the Thermometer 40°'8, the latter being 3°9 
below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 38 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 24:7 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0°31 of an inch.

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weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 12°9, 13:1, and 15°8 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further rose last week to 16°4. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14°6 per 1000, being 
0-4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1537 deaths included 85 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 
15 from diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 
and 23 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 142 deaths were referred, being 39 above the corrected 
average number in the forty-sixth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 44, 50, and 67 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose to 85 last week, and were 59 
above the corrected average ; 12 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Islington, 11 to Southwark, 10 to Bermondsey, 6 each to Hammer- 
smith and to Lambeth, 5 each to Finsbury and to Camberwell, and 
4 each to Fulham, St. Pancras, and Stepney. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 2, 3, and 3 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 8 last week, the corrected average being 7. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 9,6, and 13 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 15 last week, but were 3 below the corrected 
average; 3 deaths belonged to Lambeth. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 7, 10, and 7 in the preceding 
three weeks, were again 7 last week, and were 9 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from enteric fever, which had 
been 11, 6, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 4 last 
week, and were 3 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 41, 35, and 29 in the preceding 


three. weeks, further fell to 23 last week, and were 6 below the ~ 


corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to Paddington and 3 to 
Stepney. Of the 23 deaths from diarrhea, 19 were those of 
children under 2 years of age; 11 other deaths at this age were 
certified as. due to enteritis, and 8 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 13, having been 10, 5, 
and 13 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 54 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 54 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, and | of homicide, while the remaining 43 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Six of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, six to burns or scalds, two to drowning, and 
ten, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Two 
deaths occurred while under anesthetics administered for surgical 
purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1843 cases of 
scarlet fever, 887 of diphtheria, and 146 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 180 cases, 
against 221, 188, and 239; of diphtheria, 107 cases, against 111, 106, 
and 121; and of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 13, 18, and 21. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended November 12th, 1910. .

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SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17°3 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 13:1, 14°8, and 15:5, Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 20°0 in Birmingham, 
90-1 in Hull, 20:2 in Nottingham, 20°5 in West Bromwich, 20°6 in 
Manchester and in Oldham, 23°8 in Stoke upon Trent, 24°8 in 
Huddersfield, 26:3 in Middlesbrough, and 268 in Tynemouth ; from 
measles, 1:2 in Leeds, 1-4 in Portsmouth, 1°6 in Rotherham, 2°8 in 
Brighton, 3°5 in Tottenham, 4°6 in Tynemouth, and 5°4 in Plymouth ; 
from scarlet fever, 2°6 in Bury; from diphtheria, 1°6 in Swansea ; 
from whooping-cough, 1°2 in Norwich and 1°6 in Rotherham ; from 
enteric fever, 1‘7 in Wigan; and from diarrhea, 1°5 in Walsall. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-seven 


towns.

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the deaths 303 above the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 13:1, 15°8, and 164 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further rose last week to 19°4._ The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 16°2 per 1000, being 
0:6 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1811 deaths included 94 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 
12 from diphtheria, 15 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 17 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 144 deaths were referred, being 46 above the corrected 
average number in the forty-seventh week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 50, 67, and 85 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose to 94 last week, and were 63 
above the corrected average ; 22 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Islington, 11 to Southwark, 10 to Camberwell, 9 to Lambeth, 
8 to St. Pancras, and 7 to Shoreditch. The deaths from scarlet 
Sever, which had been 3, 3, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 4 last week, the corrected average being 10. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 6, 13, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 12 last week, but were 4 below the corrected 
average; 4 deaths belonged to Islington. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 10, 7, and 7 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 15 last week, the corrected average being 16. 
The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 6, 8, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 2 last week, and were 2 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
35, 29, and 23 in the preceding three weeks, further fell to 17 last 
week, and were 5 below the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to 
Paddington. Of the 17 deaths from diarrhoea, 13 were those of 
children under 2 years of age; 12 other deaths at this age were 
certified as due to enteritis, and 7 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 22, having been 5, 13, 
and 13 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 48 deaths, 6 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of execution, while the remaining 41 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Two of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, eleven to burns or scalds, three to drowning, 
and seven, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 
Three deaths occurred while under anesthetics administered for 
surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1769 cases of 
scarlet fever, 877 of diphtheria, and 135 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 153 cases, 
against 188, 239, and 180; of diphtheria, 94 cases, against 106, 121, 
and 107; and of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 18, 21, and 11. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended November 19th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” VCny 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


In Greater London 3066 births and 2507 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbersare 598 below and 
362 above the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “ great town,” 3 deaths from measles, 
1 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 
3 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY, 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°82 inches, and that of the Thermometer 34°11, the latter being 8°:0 
below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 37 per cent. below the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was I1°9 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0°62 of an inch.

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SHVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN. GREAT 
TowNs of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18:1 
er 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 14°8, 15°5, and 17:3. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 20°3 in Merthyr Tydfil, 
90-9 in Liverpool, 21:0 in Wigan, 21:1 in London, 22'1 in Manchester, 
99-2 in Portsmouth, 22-4 in Dewsbury, 22:7 in Swansea, 24°8 in 
Huddersfield, and 26:2 in Great Yarmouth ; from measles, 1°7 in 
Plymouth, 2°4 in Portsmouth, 2-8 in Grimsby, 3°] in Rotherham, 
3-6 in Brighton, and 3:7 in Tynemouth ; from whooping-cough, 1°5 in 
Wolverhampton and in Middlesbrough ; and from enteric fever, 
1:7 in Wigan. No death from small-pox was registered in any of 


the seventy-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County and the City of London.) 


In LONDON 1984 BIRTHS and 1974 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 264 below and

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weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, which had been 15°8, 16°4, and 19:4 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further rose last week to 211. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 18:2 per 1000, being 
2°3 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1974 deaths included 113 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 
10 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 
and 16 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 152 deaths were referred, being 43 above the corrected 
average number in the forty-eighth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 67, 85, and 94 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose to 113 last week, and were 81 


_ above the corrected average; 17 deaths belonged to the Borough of 


Southwark, 15 to Islington, 14 to St. Pancras, 13 to Camberwell, 
10 to Bermondsey, 9 to Lambeth, 7 to Fulham, and 5 to Hammer- 
smith. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 8, and 4 
in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and were 10 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 13, 15, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 10 
last week, and were 9 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 7, 7, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 6 last week, and were 10 below the corrected 
average. T'he deaths from enteric fever, which had been 8, 4, and 2 
in the preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, the corrected 
average being 7. The deaths from diarriwa, which had been 
29, 23, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, were 16 last week, and 
were 6 below the corrected average. Of the 16 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 13 were those of children under 2 years of age; 7 other 
deaths at this age were certified as due to enteritis, and 5 to gastro- 
enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 27, 
having been 13, 13, and 22 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 45 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 45 deaths, 9 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 36 were attributed 40 accident or 
negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, three to burns or scalds, and eight, of infants under one year 
of age, to suffocation in bed. One death occurred while under an 
anesthetic administered for surgical purposes. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1746 cases of 
scarlet fever, 869 of diphtheria, and 134 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 170 cases, 
against 239, 180, and 153; of diphtheria, 105 cases, against 121, 107, 
and 94; and of enteric fever, 19 cases, against 215~11, andedee 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended November 26th, 1910.

In Greater London 3088 births and 2641 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 480 below and 
480 above the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 1 death from scarlet 
fever, 5 from diphtheria, 3 from whooping-cough, and 3 from 
diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich wiis 
29°62 inches, and that of the Thermometer 39°2, the latter being 2°-0 
below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 18 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. No bright sunshine was recorded during the

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS.—(See TABLE 8.) The following gentlemen have kindly placed their 
meteorological observations at the disposal of the Registrar-General, and the results have beea compiled

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SHVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°8 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimatedT at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 15°5, 17°3, and 18:1. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were -—from all causes, 19°38 in Plymouth and in 
Liverpool, 20°2 in Bury, 90:4 in Nottingham, 20°7 in Rochdale, 21°7 in 
Brighton, 22°7 in Wigan, 24-0 in Tynemouth, and 24°5 in Preston ; 
from measles, 1°7 in Plymouth, 1:8 in Tynemouth, 1°9 in Portsmouth, 
9-1 in Grimsby, 2°4 in Brighton, and 3°] in Rotherham; from 
whooping-cough, 1-9 in Reading ; and from enteric fever, 2:3 in Wigan. 
One death from small-pox was registered in St. Helens, but none in 
any other of the seventy-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County and the City of London.) 


In LONDON 2228 BIRTHS and 1703 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 105 below and

ceding three weeks, was 18°2 last week, The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 18°8 per 1000, being 
2°6 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1703 deaths included 66 from measles, 10 from diphtheria, 
15 from whooping-cough, and 12 from diarrhoea; but not one death 
from small-pox, from scarlet fever, from typhus, from enteric 
fever, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 103 deaths were referred, being 5 above the. corrected 
average number in the forty-ninth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 85, 94, and 113 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 66 last week, but were 34 above the 
corrected average ; 12 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 
9 to Southwark, 7 to Lambeth, 6 to St. Paneras, 5 each to Bermond- 
sey and to Battersea, and 4 each to Hammersmith and to Finsbury. 
No death from scarlet fever was recorded last week, the numbers 
of deaths in the preceding three weeks having been 8, 4, and 3, and 
the corrected average 13. The deaths from diphtheria,.which had 
been 15, 12, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, were again 10 
last week, and were 8 below the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged 
to St. Pancras. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
7, 15, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, were 15 last week, 
the corrected average being 17. No death from enteric fever was 
registered last week, the numbers in the preceding three weeks 
having been 4, 2, and 4, and the corrected average 4. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 23, 17, and 16 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell to 12 last week, the corrected average 
being 15. Of the 12 deaths from diarrhcea, 6 were those of children 
under 2 years of age ; 7 other deaths at this age were certified as due 
to enteritis, and 7 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly 
to influenza numbered 27, having been 13, 22, and 27 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 59 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 42 were attributed io accident or 
negligence. Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, eight to burns or scalds, three to drowning, and ten, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. One death 
occurred while under an anesthetic administered for surgical 
purposes. : 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1719 cases of 
scarlet fever, 884 of diphtheria, and 123 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 169 cases, 
against 180, 153, and 170; of diphtheria, 107’ cases, against 107, 94, 
and 105; and of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 11, 13, and 19, 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County during the 
week ended December 3rd, 1910.

the aggregate 142 deaths were referred, being 44 above the corrected 
average number in the fiftieth week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 94, 113, and 66 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 83 last week, and were 48 above the 
corrected average ; 16 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 
11 to Finsbury, 8 each to Kensington, Lambeth, and Camberwell, 
» each to St. Pancras and Battersea, and 4 to Southwark. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 3, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were 11 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 12, 10, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 16 last 
week, and were 3 above the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to 
Finsbury and 3 to Southwark. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 15, 6, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, were 
11 last week, and were 9 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from enteric fever, which had been 2, 4, and 0 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 6 last week, and were equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrh@a, which had been 17, 16, and 
12 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 24 last week, and were 12 
above the corrected average. Of the 24 deaths from diarrhea, 
21 were those of children under 2 years of age; 9 other deaths at 
this age were certified as due to enteritis, and 5 to gastro-enteritis. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 17, having 
been 22, 27, and 27 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 4 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 42 were attributed io accident or 
negligence. Twelve of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, five to burns or scalds, four to drowning, and six, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. Three deaths 
occurred while under anesthetics administered for surgical purposes, 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1680 cases of 
scarlet fever, 894 of diphtheria, and 105 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 156 cases, 
against 153, 170, and 169; of diphtheria, 101 cases, against 94, 105, 
and 107; and of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 13, 19, and 13. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County during the 
week ended December 10th, 1910.

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GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” 2.¢., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District), 


In Greater London 3877 births and 2041 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 127 and 
129 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the 
previous five years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is 
not included in the area of any “great town,” 3 deaths from 
diphtheria, 5 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 4 
from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°17 inches, and that of the Thermometer 48°6, the latter being 8°:0 
above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was South-south-westerly, the horizontal move- 
ment of the air being 68 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 67 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1:38 


inches.

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SHVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.” 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14:2 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated { at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 181, 16°8, and 15°2, Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 

er 1000 living were :—from all causes, 20-4 in Grimsby, 20°6 in 
Plymouth, 21-0 in Middlesbrough, 21°4 in Preston, 21°6 in Stoke on 
Trent, 25°4 in Dewsbury, and 95:9 in Rotherham ; from measles, 
9-0 in Tottenham, 2°5 in Plymouth and in West Hartlepool, 3°5 in 
Grimsby, and 3°9 in Rotherham ; from diphtheria, 2°) in King’s 
Norton ; and from whooping-cough, 1-9 in Middlesbrough. No death 
from small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County and the City of London.) 


In LONDON 2188 BIRTHS and 1309 DEATHS were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births were 144 and 
the deaths 304 below the average numbers in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years.

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causes, which had been 211, 18:2, and 15°5 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further fell last week to 14:0. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 17:2 per 1000, being 
0:7 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1309 deaths included 90 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 
16 from diphtheria 15 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 
and 23 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 152 deaths were referred, being 41 above the corrected 
average number in the fifty-first week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 113, 66, and 83 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 90) last week, and were 56 above the 
corrected average ; 18 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 
8 to Southwark, 7 each to Stepney, and to Bermondsey, and 5 to 
Kensington One death from scarlet fever was registered last week, 
as compared with 3, 0, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, the 


corrected average being 15. The deaths from diphtheria, which had J 


been 19, 10, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, were again 
16 last week, and were equal to the corrected average; 4 deaths 
belonged to Lambeth. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 6, 15, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, were 15 
last week, and were 10 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from enteric fever, which had been 4, 0, and 6 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 7 last week, the corrected average being 6. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 16, 12, and 24 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 23 last week, and were 8 above the 
corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to Hackney. Of the 23 deaths 
from diarrhoea, 18 were those of children under 2 years of age; 
7 other deaths at this age were certified as due to enteritis, and 6 to 
gastro-enteritis, The deaths attributed directly to influenza num- 
bered 15, having been 27, 27, and 17 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 70 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 70 deaths, 17 were cases of 
suicide, 2 of homicide, and 1 of execution, while the remaining 50 
were attributed to accident or negligence, Hight of these latter 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, six to burns or scalds, 
six to drowning, and six, of infants under one year of age, to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1627 cases of 
scarlet fever, 839 of diphtheria, and 98 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 167 cases, 
against 170, 169, and 156; of diphtheria, 89 cases, against 105, 107, 
and 101; and of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 19, 13, and 13. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended December 17th, 1910.

measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 1 from diphtheria, and 4 from 
whooping-cough were registered.

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29:94 inches, and that of the Thermometer 44°°8, the latter being 5°-9 
above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 31 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 6°4 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°09 
of an inch.

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SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 





The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SEVEN GREAT 
Towns of England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 141 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated{ at 
16,940,895 persons in the middle of this year. In the preceding 
three weeks the rates had been 16°8, 15:2, and 14:2. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 18:0 in Rhondda, 18:1 in 
Newcastle on Tyne, 185 in Warrington, 18°38 in Oldham, 20-4 
in Dewsbury, 22°0 in Rotherham, 23:1 in Huddersfield, and 24:0 in 
Tynemouth ; from measles, 16 in Tottenham, 1°8 in Bury and in 
Oldham, 2°1 in Grimsby, 2°4 in, Brighton, and 4-7 in Rotherham ; 
from diphtheria, 1:1 in Walthamstow, 1-4 in Ipswich, and 1°5 in 
West Bromwich; from whooping-cough, 1°3 in Newcastle on Tyne 
and 1:6 in Rotherham ; and from enteric fever, 13 in Preston. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the seventy-seven 


towns.

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weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-rate from all 
causes, Which had been 18:2, 15:5, and 14:0 per 1000 in the pre- 
ceding three .weeks, was 14:5 last week. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15°6 per 1000, being 
10 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the five years 1905-9. 

The 1358 deaths included 84 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 
14 from diphtheria, 15 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 
and 19 from diarrhoea; but not one death from small-pox, from 
typhus, or from ill-defined pyrexia; thus, to these diseases in 
the aggregate 140 deaths were referred, being 36 above the corrected 
average number in the fifty-second week of the preceding five years. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 66, 83, and 90 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 84 last week, and were 50 above the 
corrected average ; 9 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 
8 to Finsbury, 7 to Bermondsey, 7 to Lambeth, 6 to Southwark, and 
9 each to Fulham, Shoreditch, and Battersea. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 0, 2, and 1 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 3 last week, and were 6 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 190, 16, and 16 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 14 last week, and were 3 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 15, 11, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, were again 15 
last week, and were 9 below the corrected average; 3 deaths 
belonged to Lambeth. The deaths from enteric Jever, which had 
been 0, 6, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, 
the corrected average being 4. The deaths from diarrhea, which 
had been 12, 24, and 23 in the preceding three weeks, declined to 
19 last week, but were 3 above the corrected average. Of the 19 
deaths from diarrhoea, 13 were those of children under 2 years of 
age ; 3 other deaths at this age were certified as due to enteritis, and 
6 to gastro-enteritis. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 16, having been 27, 17, and 15 in the preceding three 
weeks, 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 11 were cases of 
Suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 46 were attributed 
vo accident or negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, twelve to burns or scalds, two to drowning, 
and ten, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 1594 cases of 
scarlet fever, 835 of diphtheria, and 88 of enteric fever under 
treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The 
admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of scarlet fever, 140 cases, 
against 169, 156, and 167; of diphtheria, 92 cases, against 107, 101, 
and 89; and of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 13, 13, and 12. 
Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County daring the 
week ended December 24th, 1910.

.In Greater London 2988 births and 1897 deaths were registered. 
Allowing for increase of population, the births are 232 above and 
the deaths 243 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. In that portion of the Outer 
Ring which is not included in the area of any “great town,” 
2 deaths from measles, 5 from diphtheria, 3 from whooping-cough, 
and 1 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°88 inches, and that of the Thermometer 38°8, the latter being 
equal to the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was Northerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 10 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 3°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°13 


of an inch.
